GENERAL REPORT 




To Hia Honor The Honorable Sir Samuel Leonard Tillej/, C. B,, K. C. M. G., 
Lietttenant-Oovemm- of tiie Province of Neiv Brunswick : 

May it please Toub Honor, — 

I have the honour to submit tho Fifteenth Annual Report of the Free School 
System of the Province. During the year a gratifying ciep;ree of progress has 
been made in several important respects — increased average attendance, greater 
conformity to the course of instruction, and a larger attendance of pupils in 
advance of Standard IV. The number of schools, however, and the total enrol- 
ment of pupils were leas than during the preceding year, but a comparison in 
these respects cannot fairly be made as the year previously reported embraced 
a period of fourteen months. Bui there are other reasons tor this decrease in 
numbers besides the shorter period. A considerable number of schools in the 
Acadian districts of Gloucester County as well as a few in like districts in several 
■other counties were closed from the want of fairly suitable persons to teach 
them. It is true that persons could have been got as formerly to keep 
the school, but the Inspeetoi-s having in view the instruction of the children 
declined to recommend the employment of those whose services they knew 
would be of no value. In several other counties not containing any Acadian 
districts there were also a largef number of schools dosed than during the pre- 
ceding year. Inspector Wetmore in referring to this subject in his report says : 
■" This (falling off in some districts) in most instances arises from the depression 
in busines.s, some districts finding it so hard to collect taxes, that at the annual 
meeting no supplies were voted and attempts were made to close the schools for 
a tenn or two." 

Progress as respects the erection and repair of school-houses and the fur- 
nishing of teaching appliances though less marked than in some former years 
has not been unsatisfaetoiy."

The attendance of pupils in all the schools in operation for a longer or 
shorter period of the year was equal to attendance during every prescribed 
teaching day in the term of 54.63 per cent.

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The attendance of the pupils enrolled in all the Public Schools of the 
Province, both full-term or part-term achoola, was equal to an attendance dur- 
ing every prescribed teaching day in the terra of 51.65 per cent. The County 
of Saint John stood the highest 65.69. Charlotte second 51.98, and Northumber- 
land third 51.71. The lowest were Madawaska 44.92, Sunbury 46.09, and 
Victoria 40.37.

The average rate of Teachers' Salaries per annum, from all sources, com- 
piled from the returns of the First Term of 1886, which give the local salary 
for the year, was as given below. 

Male Teachers of the First Class, average S523.72. This does not include 
the Principals of the Grammar Schools (see Table XII.) The lowest averages 
were in Sunbury and Queens, and the highest in St. John and Restigouche. 

Female Teachers of the First Class crcraj'e $334.58. The lowest averages 
were in Kent and Albert, and the highest in St. John and Westmorland. 

Male Teachers of the Second Class average 8313.74. The lowest averages 
were in Queens and Victoria, and the highest in St. John and Northumberland. 

Female Teachers of the Second Class average 8227.0B. The lowest averages 
were in Sunbury and Kent and the highest in St. John and Charlotte. 

Male Teachers of the Thii-d Class average $231.08, The lowest averages 
were in Kings and Kent and the highest in Charlotte and St. John.

The salaries as given for the first three years in the foregoing table exhibit 
the average salaiips under the ranking system, but as these were calculated, as 
was stated in the Annual Report for 1S84, on the basis of full time and fixst 



ictuaily received. The salaries as set down for the years 1885 and 
approximate pretty closely to the actual salary. The table also shows 
that during the past year there has been an increase in the salaries of 
teachers of Classes I and III and a slight decrease in the case of the teachers of 
Class II. Suabiiry and Queens are the only counties in which a first-clasa 
teacher receives less than S400 a year. The average salary of Grammar School 
Teachers for the year was S7S2.50, the lowest being in Queens and Sunbury.

Scotia $5.67. A small increase in the rates of N. B. would not, I think, press 
unduly upon the ratepayers. 
Table IX.— Disuubsements of Phovincial Grants to Tbacherm. 
Second Term, 1885. — The payments of provincial grants to teachers 
employad during Ihis term amounted to S04,8S3.55. This sum includes ordin- 
I ary grants $57,482.75 ; grants to Superior Schools 35,209.42 ; and to Grammar 
Schools $2,191.38. 

The amount given above as ordinary grants includes the special grants to 
teachei-s in poor districts, viz., $3,437.73. 

First Tenn, 1886.— The payments of provincial gi-ants to teachers employed

Table S. — Apportionment of the County Fund to School Trustee.s. 

For the apportionment of this fund the law provides as follows : — " There 
ishall be allowed to the trustees of each di-ftrict, in respect of each qualified 
teacher, exclusive of assistants by them employed, the sura of thirty dollars 
r year, and tlic balance of such amount shall be apportioned to the trustees 
accordinj:; to the average number of pupils in attendance at each school as com- 
pai'ed with the whole average of pupils attending the schools of tho county and 
;he length of time in operation." The law further provides that " the fixed 
ium to be paid out of the County School Fund in respect of each teacher, 
,to schools returned as poor schools, shall be foi'ty dollars," and that'an amount 
not exceed'mg one-third more per pupil than the allowance to c*.\\'st.'X'fi&xis*s^ 
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sharing such funds may be allowed, by the Chief Superintendent, in respect o! 
attendance made by pupils. 

Secmid Tei-ni, 18SS. — The amount of the County Fund apportioned this 
term to Boards of Trustees was *47,281.37. 

82t,12().72 of the fund were apportioned to the Boards of Trustees in 
respect of the services of teachers (according to the length of these services 
within the prescribed term.) 

The balance of the Fund, $26,154.65, was apportioned to tlie several 
Boards of Trustees in each County in proportion to the average attendance <rf 
pupils and the length of time the .«chools were open. 

Of the fund $2,650.3!) were apportioned as extra aid to Boards of Trustees 
in poor distiicts. 

First Tei-m, 1SS6. — The amount of the County Fund apportioned this 
term to Boards of Trustees was $47,225.75. 

$21,045.93 of the fund were apportioned to the Boards of Trustees in 
aeapect of the services of teachers (according to the length of these services 
within the prescribed term^.) 

The balance of the fund, $25,279.82, wa.s apportioned to the several boards 
of trustees in each county in proportion to the average attendance of pupils 
and the length of time the schools were open, 

Of the fund $2,670.13 were apportioned as extra aid to Boards of Trustees 
in poor districts. 

Othei' details will be found in the tables. 

Each Board of Trustees may readily determine its share of the County 
Fund, since the table shows the lute per pupil. This rate multiplied by the 
average number of pupils attending the school will give the amount appor- 
tioned on account of pupils. If the school has been open full time there should 
be an additional amount of $15 per term for services of teacher, and in " poor 
districts " $20. For each teaching day the school has been closed dui-ing the 
term, there will be deducted from that amount the proportion which the num- 
ber of teaching days lost bears to the full term. 

Table XI. — Superior Schools. 

Table XI, gives the details as to the disbursements of the amount given in 
Table IX.— $1,094.82. 

During the term ended December 31st, 1885, there were 43 Superiot 
Schools in operation, and during the following term, 47 — two less than the 
number allowed by law on the basis of population. As will be seen from the 
reports of the Inspectors these schools are in an efficient condition, and fairly 
accomplishing the object for which they were established — to provide the first 
steps of secondary education. Some of them, such as the schools at St. Stephen 
and at Newcastle, which have a regularly graded system, and which possess 
faciliUes tor an extended course of instruction, are doing the vroTk of secondary

From an uxBiniu«tkpD 
of the table as respects the number of advanced pupils it will be Neen thatout- 
stde the cities of St, John and Fredericton no school provides a eoiupletu eoune 
o£ secondary instruction. These schools have a well organined teaching vtaff 
and are in other respects prepared to hold out inducements to pupils to take au 
advanced coui-se. I have no doubt that if two or three other schoolt siniilarily 
equipped were established throughout the Province in eligible and populouft 
centres it would greatly tend to stimulate secondary education and elevate at 
the same time the entire school service. I believe that if the Legislature had 
seen its way to make some such provision as I proposed in the annual report 
for 1883, the state of our secondary education would to-day he much more 
satisfactory. With respect to our primary education it is admitted by all 
who are conversant with school systems that we compare favorably with our 
neighbours, hut in the matter of secondary education we are behind and will I 
fear continue to be so under the provision at pr&sent made for it. In this con-

The Principal an<l Faculty of Instructors have been diligent and fmthfnl 
in the discharge of their duties and I am happy to he able to bear testimony (o 
the satisfactory character of the work and the judicious management of tie 
Institution. 

Owing to the scai-city of teachers for wme yeai-s previous to lsa4 and tli« 
necessity of employing in consetjuence untrained pewons to take charge of 
schools, the Board of Education, as was stated in the last Annual Report, 
deemed it advisable to j^rant to the studont-teachera the option of bein-ir exam- 
ined for license of Cla^s III or 11, after one tenn's attendance, if thi' Faculty 
of Instructors deemed them sufficiently qualified to be presented. Nearly all 
the students elected to be examined and the supply of teachers has now become 
in excess of the demand, with the prospect of a permanently suffieii^nt supply^ 
even with a smaller attendance at the Normal School. 

The object which the Board had in view having thus been aiicomplished. 
the option named above has been withdrawn and a full session's attendance ma^ 
imperative. After the close of the current term in May next, the annual se^ioR 
will begin on the lirst teaching day in September, and continue till the Frid^ 
preceding the second Tuesday in June. Holdera of Provincial Jicensef, 
graduates in Arts may take the full session or enter on the first teaching dayin 
January. 

In consequence of the scarcity of Acadian teachers the Board has (leeni«^ 
it necessaiy to continue the two terms for the French Department. The first 
terra will open on the first Monday in August and close at Cliristmas, and tht 
second on the first teaching day in January and close on the last Friday in 
May. It is to be hoped that due advantage will be taken of the privilcga 
thus extended to Acadian districts, and that the granting of local licenses Ibr 
such districts will very soon be unnecessary. If the Acadian schools ara tui 
elevated they must have better qualified teachei"s than many of them 
heretofore had.

The papers 
were estimated the past year by AV. Brj"done Jack, D. C L.; Thomas Harrison, 
LL.D.; L. W. Bailey, Ph. D.; Prof. H. S. Bridges, A. M.; George W. Mersereau, 
A. B., and James Yioom. The papers submitted to candidates for the several 
classes of license at the June examination are appended to this report. The

The number admitted to examination was 179, 420 of whom received 
license of some class. 

Three hundred and ninety-five of the candidates were admitted to exami- 
nation as being classified Student-teachers of the Provincial Normal School ; 
76 were teachers seeking an advanced class (pv Pxovmt\a\ Viftftii«,eV, 8 were 
graduates in Arts. 



Of thb 420 Teachera who received Provincial licenses 4 obtained the 
Grammar School class, 10 males the fii-st class, 39 males the second class, 41 
males the third class, 20 females the first clast^, 137 females the second class, 
151 females the third class. 

Examinations were held at Fredericton, St, John and Chatham. 

The Board of Education, under date Nov. 2nd, 18SC, superseded the pro- 
visions of Reg. 3, 1 (8) by the following order i— 

Graduates in Aits of a Chartered College or University fihall, after December 
1886, be required to undergo eKamination in the Syllabus prescribed for the class of 
license for which they aeverally uppfy, and ahftll, unleas they have received professional 
classification at the Normal School, oi- produce a certificate from the Inspector that 
they have taught and conducted a school in an efficient and satisfactory manner for a 
period of at least two years, be required, in addition to their written exaniinatioD, to 
give practical illustrations of their knowledge of Method before the Principal of the 
Konnal School and one of the Professors of the University, who shall make to the 
Chief Superintendent a joint or several report of the estimate formed by them of the

Aid to Poor Districts. 

The following pTovision is made in aid of poor tliatricts : — 
Each Inspector shall, as directed by the Board of Education, determine and 
report to the Chief Superintendent what school districts under his supervision 
may be entitled during the ensuing year to special aid as poor district.^, and 
the chief superintendent may allow to tho schooled in such districts such amount, 
not exceeding one-tliird more on the classification of the teachers of schools, 
from the Provincial Treasury, and one-third more per pupil from the County 
School Fund, than the allowance to other school districts sharing such funds, as 
in his discretion may seem proper, taking into consideration the position and 
orcumstances of such district. The fixed sum to be paid out of the County 
School Fund in respect of each teacher, to schools retuiTied as poor schools, 
shall he forty dollars.

Numbers of the above districts have not heretofore participated in Qtt 
social aid allowance but from their small taxable valuation and their cooi' 
paratively small number of polls it was deemed advisable to add them to tk 
list. As the object of the special aid allowance is to enable poor districts to 
secure the services of well qualified teachers, tlie Board of Education has been 
pleased to order that districts which employ local licensed teachers shall no! 
participate in this allowance. 



The Cities and Incorporated Towns. 

The Boards of School Trustees in these large districts consist of seven 
members each, instead of three as in other .'ichool districts of the Provinra. ' 
The chairman and two other members are appointed hy the Govemor-in-Coun- 
cil, and the City or Town Council appolnis four members, one of whom, in bofli 
cases, retires annually from office, but is eligible for reappointment. Eacl 
board appoints a secretary, and two of tbem, St. Jolin and Portland, employ, in 
■addition, each a local superintendent. 

The amount of the annual district assessment is, within the limitations of 
the Statute, determined by the Board of School Trustees, and notification of 
the aggregate is lodged with the City or Town Council, This amount ia levied 
■at the same time and in the same manner as other city or town rates. The 
-Council annually appoints two auditors to audit the accountA of the Soard of 
Trustees.

Text Books. 



The Boai'd of Education baa lately prescribed M. S. HaU's HUsnienUiri/ 
Anthnietic in place of Miillliolland's. and the Mesufn. McMillan'a Sej-lea of 
Cojyi/ Boolsin place oi PaysQn, Uunton and llieribnet's. The Arithmetic, be- 
sides ftffoiding a knowledge of the elementary lules with their practical appli- 
cation, supplies a long felt necessity by providing for insti-uction in busine&s 
forms, and in the coinputatibn of areas of plane surfaces. These subjects 
have usually been leserved for an advanced text-book, and as a consequence a 
veiy large pi'oportion of our pupils leave school without any knowledge of 
ibeu, and are thus at a disadvantage when tbej enter upon the pmsuits of 
life. McMillan's Series of Copi/ Bttoka is based upon principles similar to those 
which govern methods in other branches of elementary instruction, though 



they have nut a^ yet, so far an I know, been applied to Writing. These a 

foi'th on the comtr of each book toycther with useful directions. Tho ae 
designed to teach a holdei-, tinner and more legible band than what obtains 
present, and will prove, I feel assured, of great fierviee in this department 
school work. 

ExEHCiHEs OiiTHOGiiAPHlyuES — a Compendium to tlif Grammar uaed 
Acadian tichouk — has also been proscribed. The Board has also added to

There is in pw( 
ration a manual designed to cover the Natural Science part of the Course 
Instruction. It will shortly be ready to submit to the Board for approi 
This part of the course is, as will be seen from weveral of thi.' inspoctoi's'l 
port.'^, the part which htia been most neglected in many schools. Thin i 
chietiy from imperfect knowledge of the subject on the part of many tcacbt 
and from the want of definite sourees of information, except at a cost wh 
teachers cannot well afford. If this part of the couivje of instruction is to 
generally observed it is absolutely neces.sary that teachei^ have ready a 
reliable sources of infoi'niation, and if the work under pi'eparation he foi 
adapted to our needs, it will supply a want that ha.y been lung felt, and givi 
impetus to the practical part of school work. 



Siducational Exhibit. 

During thu year, our school system and the cliaracter uf our work . 
been somewhat prominently brought before the world thi'ough tho Ooloniala 
Indian Exhibition held in London, and it is gratifying to know that in 1 
respects we have compared favorably with our neighbors. 

The exhibit consisted of: 1. Specimens of "manual work" emhi 
print-script, wiiting, map-drawing, industrial drawing, sewing and knittinj 
practised in the several standards. 2. School furniture and apparatus consistil 
of desks and seats adapted to the lespeetive grades, teachei-s' desk, maps, a c 
of each prescribed text-book, Prang's Natural History Series, specimens of i 
weights and measures and of our Provincial woods and minerals as used J

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illugtmtive purposes. 3, Photographs ot school-buildings both exterior and 
interior. 4. Aids to the intei-pretation of the system — consisting of copies of 
the Schoiil Manual of thu prescribed coui-ae of instruction, with tabular synopsis 
of the saioe. School Rfporte and an historic sketch of the educational pioyress 
of the Province. 

The print-script and written exemses consisted of specimens of composi- 
tion, of forms of analysis antl parsing, of business forms, of solutions of ques- 
tions in Arithmetic, Algebi'a or Cieonu-try, of translations from Latin, Greek or 
French. The map di-awing included representations of the school-i-oom, por- 
tions of the city, town or district, and other primary steps that lead to correct 
conceptions of a map. The specimens of industrial drawing commenced at 
Standaitl III.^ — the two lower grades fti-e taught Fovm, hut were not asked for 
specimens of it— and proceeded consecutively to Standard XI. Physiological 
and botanical charts, the work of the pupils of the Victoria Ifigh School, were 
Bent in in addition to their regular contribution. The specimens of sewing and 
knitting enihraced work in all stages. 

As the object of the exhibit was not to display specialties or the perform- 
ances of exceptional pupils liut to allow oui-selves to he judged by a faithful 
iranscript of our daily work so far as that can afford a test, teachei-s were not 
tiled upon to make any special preparation therefor but were merely invited 
I forward from each Grade under their charge specimens of such exercises as 
igul&rly engaged the attentitJn of their classes. I was much gratified at the 
general and hearty response to this invitation and with the character of the 
rork forwarded. The schools in the cities and most of the towns and villages 
nd in a lai^ number of nnal districts very speedily contributed their exhibit, 
he very short time in which this was done made it clear that our schools are 
ot working by tits and starts but are day by day diligently and faithfully 
ieking to carry out the work intiusted to them. 

Before shipping the collection for London, the Govemment deemed it 

dvisable that an exhibit should be held in St. John in order that teachers 

light have an opportunity of comparing their work, and the general public of 

udging of the nature and character of the instruction given in their schools. 

rhe exhibit was accordingly held and was attended by large numbers. Much good 

lulted. Teachers and pupils were encouraged and stimulated by witnessinr' 

;hc satisfaction with which their work was viewed. The prejudices which 

lany entertained against the schools in consequence of the impracticable kind 

f instruction which they imagined was given in them, were removed and foes 

I the system seemed to become its friends. They had evidences before them 

im nearly all parts of the Province that much of the school work was just of 

jQch a character a.s they desired to see, but which they failed to see before 

jcausc they did not go to see. Ho feature of our system was brought out more 

•ominently at this exhibit than the general character of our school training. 

he inanua] work gavi* evidence that it was only the fonu in which were 



embodied head-woric and general intelligence ; that the course at school ] 
sulHciently practical provided it teceivcH a practical direction but in subordina-^ 
tion to the general aim and tlie proper function of the school. It was evideotj 
that we had, partially at least, fairly met any reasonable demands foi- results of I 
a more practical character than what it was believed by many our schools were I 
giving, while we retain intact the p^eneml pnnciples upon which educationi 
should proceed. It in uscIc^m to give heed to the talk about teaching trades itt"! 
.school ; it camiot bo done, and any attempt whatever to sncritice the genemtll 
tmining for any special aim will inevitably bring disaster on the cause ( 
education. If the talk should lead to tlio establishment of a technical school] 
which our youths could enter when they have completed their general trainin 
then the talk shall not have been in vain but shall have helped to supply wh«^ 
I regret to say, hfts been too long a missing link with us. The duty of I 
Common School, however — a duty which the exhibit has shown it is fair! 
performing — is to prepare the youth of the country to enter upon their lifefl 
work with a quickened intelligence and a sympathy with honest labor. 

I am under obligation to Mr. March, the Superintendent of the St. John j 
Schools, for much valuable assistance during the exhibit in St. John. 

Tlie Exhibit in its section at the Colonial Exhibition in London v 
shadowed liy Educational exhibits from other pitivinces and elsewhere in ttJ 
extent of their splendid apparatus and equipments ; but I am informed by t 
Government Agent. Mr. Iia Cornwall, and by Mr. Mullin, Principal of 1 
Normal .School, who also was ft]Dpointei:l by the Government to visit the Exl 
hition during his vacation, that no exhibit attracted so much attention ( 
account of its rea) worth as an exhibit of actual school work, and of the prafl 
tieal and superior character of the instruction which could have produced i 
Mr. March, who was the Government's honorary delegate to the Kxhibitiod 
sends a report ("which, however, I have no authority to publish), which co| 
firms the repi-eaentations of these gentlemen. The various notices which s 
pcared in the Educational Journals, and in the public prints of England, i 
spoke in high terms of the character of our exhibit and of imr educationil 
system as seen through it. One of the most valuable notices — perhaps tm 
most valuable, from the high standing of the writer as an educationist t 
scientist, William Lant (..'ai-penter. Mr. ( 'arpenter was appointed at an edue* 
tional conference, held in London, to make a report upon the condition of eda 
cation in the Colonies, and of course had no other object in view than i 
present the result of his observations. The following is a short extract fro 
his report as it relates to New Brunswick : —

phy, and one-sixth in usefxil knowledge of plants, animals and minerals in the public 
schools in lftS5. ***** JJie JJortnal School, for training teacherM, was 
legun in 1847, and the spirit whicli now animates it may be judged from the following 
(im enforced there ; ■ The development of the faculties is of more importance than 
acquisition of knowledge.' " 

The E.xhibit has been returned and has been placed by order of the Gov- 
int in one of the committee rooms on the second story of the Parliftment- 
*fity Buildings, where it wili permanently remain and be open for inspection at 
otitable times. 

I regret that the Exhibit baa been returned in a very much damaged and 
ncoiiiplete condition. The damage has been repaired as far as it was possible 
i it was not possible to replace many of the missing articles, especially the 
Wpils' manual work. 



Inspectors' Reports. 

I would respectfully invite attention to these reports. They contain mueli 

'aluable information on the state of the schools and the educational condition 

school districts, and tlieir careful perusal will repay all who are in any way 

nterested in school work. It would be impossible for the head of the depart- 

lent to administer the system without the aid and hearty co-operation of 

lese officers. To ^ve the necessary information to the department, to deal 

fectively with the complications that often arise especially in small districts, 

. stimulate unwilling districts to maintain schools, to revise the boundaries of 

istricts and organize new ones, to inspect the schools and advise with teachers 

id trustees, and all this over a large extent of territory necessitates continuous 

Ibsence from home, and in consequence a heavy expense is thereby incurred, 

expense which their salaries cannot well afford without compromising their 

aitions if they have others depending upon them. I beg to repeat what I 

,ted last year, that I am fully convinced that the interests of the service 

'ould be promoted by giving these officers adeqiiate remuneration.

Mclatonh, who for several years taught wltli marked EUCcesH t)ie udvanced depaftme^ 
o£ the Richjbucto Gi-anifniir School, I consider the triiBt«e« fortunate in having secorfl 
the servicHii of a teacher of sach experience and uudoubted ability. 

F. M. McLeod, Esq., B, A., for sei'eral years piiucipal of the Superior Sdioc 
Campbell ton, resigned his position at tlie end of the year to pursue his studies ii 
Halifax Law School. His withdrawal from the profession is a great loss. It ws 
energy, sterling worth and many admirable qualities of mind and heart that brougl 
the Campbelltou Schools to their preaent high state of eflScienc-y. 

IMPKOVEMENTS. 

It woal'I occupy too much space to Dientioii all the iui proven) en to tliat have b 
made in this Inspectorate during the year. To indicate a few of the most nctioea^ 
must suffice. 

The Trustees of ERcuminac Districl No. 1 Hsrdwicke, hare supplied their Rchoo 
with 30 new double desks nnd seats, a f«acher'H desk and seat, maps, etc., necessitatij 
an estra expenditure of about $100. The Trustees of Eed Bank No, 9 South ] 
have made extensive inipi'o%ements. They have turned their school-liouse end to thft 
rood, built an addition, provided a much needed class-i'ooni, improved and enclosed the 
grounds, built new outhouses where they are screened from oliaervation, and supplied 
new furniture. Much credit is due the Directora especially the energetic secretary J, 
D, McKay, Esq. No. 6 Elackville has been imjiroved by new school-house floor, full 
set of desks and seats, maps, etc. These improvements are, for the most part, due to 
the energy of the teacher, Mr. Otto Hildebrand. He remained in the district three oi 
of his four weeks of vocation to oversee and help on the work, an example to thai 
teachera who begrudge every moment of service not specified in the " bond."

WUle meet Boards of Tntstee* ore alive to the importance of securiug gocxl prin- 
al& for their schools, and good t^aihera for their advanced d^pu-tnieiits, there is Btill 
vant of appreciation of the fact that the betC teacher should have charge of the pritmuy 
They evidently fail to understand that it is as ini]>obsib]e for pupils, poorly 
nght in the first part of their cottrae, to achieve a perfect intellectual development iit 
e higher grades, as for a hent and stunted shoot to become a jx^rfectlj uniform tree 
en. under the most fa%x>ra1>le conditions. It is the experience of many of our princl- 
3s, and teachers of higher grades, that moch time is lost in taking the pupils Imck 
■er Uieir primary work, and in teaching thent to observe, to compare, to analyze, to 
Ote borrektive facts, in short, to endeavor to supplement in a few weeks or tnontlis the 
^lect of yeais ; but the etil effects of early mismanagement can never be wholly 
radicat«d.

Siai — I have the honor to submit to you tho Annual Report of InspoctocA 
District No. 2, for the term ending Deceiciber 'i\st, 188G. 

The teriitory nssigned me embraces the Counties of Madawaska, Victatia 
Kent ; also the Parithes of Aberdeen, Kent and Wicklow in Carleton Coun^. 

This being my first term as an Inspector, I cannot furnish you with &b full 
-ample details as I could give after a longer experience ; I will therefore limit this 
to actual facts as noted in the coiirae of my visits. 

Visiting this luspectomte ibr the tirst time, I must say tliat I was well pi 
with the cordiality and kindness extended to mc by the people with whom I oanU < 
contact, as well as with tho desire evinced by the trustees generally to can'y out n 
recommendations. Yet, I regret to say, that last month, I had to report to Toa 
■certain Board c£ Ti'ustees and request that their county school diaft be withheld nUt 
jDij' fccomaiendations were cai'ried out.

MStricta of my inspectorate. Reference to my notes Hhowa that there are 257 schools, 
including 13 extra departments. The want of trained teachers to give inBtniction m 
botli French and English, in Madawaska and Kent, is much felt, and in ordei- that the 
schools in these counties might l>e kept in operation, I have had to recommend a large 
noinljiir of applicants for locid licenses ; but I am sorry to find that many of these have 
™Ied to fulfil the couditions on which these licenses are granted, that is, " to attend 
tlje Normal School at the expir.ition of tho term." 

I found in some districts th«t trustees sought the services of untrained toocherg in 
P^efereoce to trained ones, becaUEe of the lower salary itsked for, and in pursuance of 
your advice, I had a notice published in the French papers, '■ That uo application for 
Local Licenses w/ll he granted if the services of a trained teacher are available." 

SCHOOL BCILDINGB, ETC. 

In the County of Madawaska the school buildings are, for the most part, fair, 
yavf may be classed good ; but a large minority are inferior, though they might be con- 
_ aidered as fair in external ap]>eorance. The gi-aded school in Edmundston, the advanced 
department of which is efficiently conducted by Mr. J. Caldwell, is a spacious bnilding 
^th two commodious departments. The Convent at St. Basil is also graded, the 
idvanced department is doing good work undei- the management of Sister Trudel. It 
» sufficiently large to admit of an atteiidance of at least one hundred pupils. Both of 
Ihese schools are well furnished with good sittings and desks, and well supplied with all 
Uier necessary appliances. In Middle St. Frances No. 1, school was taught in a room 
if a private dwelling. On the strong repi-esentation by the trustees of their intention 
L new school-house built within the year, I inspected it, with a clear under- 
mding nevertheless that it would not be tolerated after this term. The school in St. 
1, Ko. 7, was condemned as being inadequate for the number of pupils attending it, 
1 also on account of its dilapidated state. The trustees promiscil to begin tba 
jSreotion of a new one in the fail. 

Thi-ee new school buildings were in the coui-se of erection : Despre, Bouchardville 
and Poitras ; the school-house of the last district was burnt down a few years ago, 
supposed to have been by the hand of an incendiary. 

The County of Victoria is fairly equipped in school buildings, yet much remains to 

I 'be done towards furnishing many of them with necessary appliances. The Superior 

J ''School at Grand Falls is a very tine building, having few superiors in the Province ; it 

lllftB two largo and commodious departments, with folding seats and patent desks ; it 

I certainly reflects credit on the little town in the centre of which it is built. Miss M.

to bo I'lUIy nwakeaed to their importance. Of those whicb might 1)0 
poor, tliei''! are not many, and 1 feel satisfied thut they will be regtairetl 
afore my next visit. Genpral apparatus is deficient in a very large number of schools, 
pecially in tliosc taught by untrained teachers. Its importance is not, I am sorry to 
,y, Bufficiently woJI iinderetood. I hope that my intimations to both teachers and 
listees on this subject will bring about the d( sired resulL 

Bchool premises, generally, need much iuiprnxv-meut. A good number is certainly 
fell attended to, well fenced and even omanieiited with fine li-ees ; but there is still ii 
trgfi numlior of districts ahere trustees, I ifgiet to say, are v-ay indifferent in this 
ispect. Time will cei-tainly bring a desii'ed change. 

The attendance was, generally, sinall, at the time I visited the schools of the uppei' 
maties. This may partly be explained by the fact that I happened to be there in 
arvest time, when the larger children are kept at home ; hut, I regret to say, that in 
» many cases, it emanates, either from the indiffurence of jjai^ents, or the want of har- 
lony between the teachers and the boai-ds of trustees. It is to be hoped that such a 
ate of things will cea.se to exist, as cducAtioii pi-ogressea. A very general feeling 
ere prevails in favor of compulsory education as the compk-meat of the present school 

COL'RSEE OF INSTRUCTION. 

Reading, especially in some country schools, is genei-ally much in advance of the 
iKde. Chemistry and di-awing do not receive all the attention that their importance 
Bmands. In many cases the teacher is not to be blamed for this deficiency. They 
re oftentimes hampered in the display of their better abilities by the interference of 
oarda of trustees, who seem to misapprehend the utility of these subjects. Grammar 
id Physical Geography are- not, with few exceptions, up to the standard. Moi-e atten- 
on should also be given to composition in primavy grades, and narrative composition 
om the rea<lers. These deficiencies, though found in some of tlie schools of trained 
lachers, are very common in those of untrained teachers. 

Though my inexperience as Inspector of this District, prevents me from comparing 
B present educational progress with former years, yet I can e.tpress myself as pleased 
itL the general standing of its schools. Still it grieves me to have to say that thei-e is 
Bt- a large portion of tliis territory where, in French speaking Districta, untrained 
achers are employed, which is evidently a great di-awback to the advancement of 
lucatdon in these localities. I hope that before long there will be a sufficient supply 
' trained Acadian teachers. 

In concluding this report I beg leave to express to you, sir, my best thanks for the 
My es.sential service you rendered me by accomj)anying me at the outset of my career 
trough the greater part of Victoria and Madawaska, and your kindly advice at all 
iroes,

The Superior Schools of Westraorland County are located at Fetitcodiac, Salis- 
nry, Moncton, Dorchester, Sackville No. 1 1 aitd Westmorland No. — 

The Superior Schools of AJben County, are located in Alma No. 5, Hopewell Hill, 
isboro', and Elgin Comer ; and in Kings County at Havelock Comer. 
The Grammar School of Weatmoiland Conuiy is at Shediac in charge of J. G. A. 
telyea, Esq., B. A. The Grammar School of Albert County is at Harvey Corner, in 
e of N, Duffy, Esq., B. A. All ot these scliools have maintained their reputation 
T efficiency during the year jnst closed. 

A large amount of the work done in the schools of my Inspectoral District is of a 
F high character, particularly the advanced work. 
Reading, as a general thing, is very well taught. Slate work in grade I and II 
a more attention than formerly, and the quality of the work is better, 1 have 
, however, to complain of want of thoroughness in many of the subjects of the 
r gntdes. This arises from the practice of giving too long lessons and not reviewing 
a enough. 

In a few cases I found teachers in the school-room who espresaed, without the 
tst reserve, their dislike for the work of teaching. This, I think, should not be. 
"hen a teacher has a positive dislike for the work of teaching he cannot do justice to 
e pupils, the parents, nor to himself. It teachei-s would map out for themselves a 
niTse of study and diligently and fsithfuliy pursue that coui'se niiicli of the dislike and 
,i that some of them experience would te got rid of, and a healthier tone would 

e their work, and better work would l>e done in their schools. 
A good mental outfit is the first great prerequisite of the successful teacher; and 
teacher should continue teaching from year to year without daily adding to stock of 
iformation. I find many teachers who take no educational journal and not even a 
eekly newspaper, 

" As is the teacher so is the school " contains so much of truth that no conscienti- 
8 teacher can go on teaching without improving his mind and adding to his stock of 
iformation. 

Teachers' Institutes were held during the year at Sackville and at Hopewell Cape. 

. large number of teachere attended the Institute at Sackville, and the discussions were 

)n witli a great deal of enthusiasm. The Chief Superintendent of Eduoa- 

a in attendance and besides rendtring valuable assistance in the discussions 

ning the sessions delivered an address on education at the public meeting on Thurs- 

ij evening. The interest in the Institute was very much enhanced by papers read by 

ofessors Burwaah and A. D, Smith of Mount Allison University. Though the atten- 

nce at the Albert County Institute was quite small the most lively interest was 

inifeeted by the teacbera throughout all the sessions.

Sir, — 1 have the honor herewith to forward luy report for the year ended Deoemhl 
.^lst, 1886. 

The schools generally may be said to be holding '.heir own pretty well, i 
f^nnot say Uiat there is nmch material advaucement Arithmetic seemed to ba I 
liandled this year, and there was a noticeable improTement in print script and i 
for the junior claaaea. Of course there Jb a general advancement in schools and b> 
accommodation in many places, but to balance this there is falling ofi' in others, 
ill moat inst&nces, arises from the depression in business, some districts finding i 
hard to collect taxes, that at the annual meeting no supplies were voted and attempt 

G made to close the schools for a t^>nu or two. As a consequence of this I have h 
more petitions from ratepayers latelj" than usual, asking that trustees be compelled to 
put schools in operation. In some of these cases the lack of school privileges arose 
from the indifference of the ratepayers, who have neglected to attend the ajuiuai 
meeting and vote the necessary supplies. Salaries were lower this year than ever, yet 
this docs not seem to discourage teachers as they are still very plentiful. 

BCUOOL-IIOUSES. 

Yery few new school-houses have bi-en built in my district during the year just 
passed. Some repairs and improvements liav been made on old school -houses huf not 
iieai'ly the amount that should have been made. It is hut fair to state that the majoiity 
of the houses are quite good and that many more with a little repaii' might be made bo. 

The question of winter ventilation remains just as it was, no proper provision 
being made for it, almost without exception. It is a pity that some inexpensive vif 
cannot be devised tliat could be adopted by the country schools. Pupils and tesohets 
both suffer now on cold days from breathing a vitiated atmosphere, and as a result 
many constitutiona are weakened. Sunimei' ventilation is in some cases fairly prorided 
for, but in others the arrangements are liable to give colda from strong drafts, 

I am glad to be able to report that the wealthy district of Upper Jemseg is atW 
building a new school-house. This was veiy much needed there as the one at presenl 
iu use is altogether inadequate to tlie wants of the pupils who attend. This should be 
one of the Superior Schools of the county, but under the cramped accommodations for 
pupils it has been far from it. 

SCHOOL QltOCS'DS, ETC. 

1 wish I could report that school grounds have generally been improved but J 
cannot. These remain about the same with a few notable exceptions. The rule 1| 
unimproved, unfenced and rough grounds and in some cases nothing but the highwi 
The question of expense interferes with this as with all other improvements in tJ 
times of financial depression, hut there does not seem to be a good ground for it in ti 
as many very material improvements could be made with but little expense, such! 
levelling grounds, planting shade and ornamental trees, etc. 

Should the Board of Education see fit to appoint a day as an Arbor Day, say s 



e between the 10th and 20th of May, for snbh schools as see fit to take advantage 
iF it to imjirova their grounds and to plant shade and ornamental trees thereon in desir- 
able places, I iim satislied it would be generally acceptable. It should be so arranged 
that the day would only be given to those districts who improved their grounds where 
mprovement was necessary, either on that day or another, and who, of courae, made 
IBS of the holiday for planting trees. Teachers who were alive to the subject would 
iave a suitable pn^ramine of exercises arranged to take, say an lionr or so on that 
fey, with iiei'hapB suitable recitations from the pupils of the school, and an nddresti from 
nme one on the desirability of improving and ornamenting school gi-ounda or some 
kindred subject. 

asa sorry to hiive to report that some school grounds are yet unprovided with 
bnthouses and that in many other cases the trustees and teachers have allowed these 
rerj necessary buildings to get out of repair and in a very disgraceful condition. This 
a a matter that receives too little attention. Teachers, when their attention is called 
10 their duty in the matter, generally tell me that the outbuildings were out of rejiair 
(Then they took charge. The establishment of an Arbor Day would certainly have the 
effect of putting these buildings in a state of repair at least once a year, for both trustees 
Mid teachers would bo ashamed to have the neighbourhood see the wretched and foul 
jthanties in use in same places. 

im glud that the Board of Education has decided to withdraw the county draft 
where trustees will not comply with the recommendations of inspectors for necessary 
^Dol accommodation, &c. The mere fact of there being such a regulation will have 
reat weight with trustees, so that I hope there will bo little occasion for inspectors to 
■ct on it. 



There were eight Superior Schools in operation in my district distributed afi follows : 
At Apohaqi, Hampton Station, Springfield Comer and Clifton, in Rings County, at 
iSiipman Ko. 5, Johnston ^o. 4, Lower Jemseg, in Queens County, and at Central 
Kaugerville, in Sunbury County. 

That at Apohaqui, taught by Mr. Pearson, I have not yet visited, it having been 
t lately added to my district, and so am unable to report concerning it ; but the 
-others have all been doing good work, the chief difficulty with them seeming to be that, 
C^ the average, they were hardly patronized sufficiently by other districts to give the 
jbenefits they were intended to confer. 

Jlr. T. E. Whelpley, I lielieve, stil! continues in charge at Hampton Station, but 
;3tfr. T. S. Chapman has resigned his position at fipringlield Corner, and Mr. Raymond 
^s been appointed in his place. Mr. Wm. Thurrott, I understand, still continues at 
Central Maugerville, but Mr. Guvin Hamilton, who taught at No. 5, Chipmau, 
i his position some time before the close of the term, and now Mr. Fleming has 
(diarge. The districts at Clifton, Lower Jemseg and No. 4, Johnston have abandoned 
jiB claim to the Superior School grajit and have employed, or expect to employ, second- 
is teachers, on the ground that the expenses of keeping up a Superior School was too 
great for the means of the districts and occasioned too high a t&x. In the case of 
plifton and No. 4, Johnston, there seemed to be some ground for the opinion, as the 
taxes were between one and two per cant, on the valuation of the district ; but I cannot 
Bay the same for Lower Jemseg. 



I am sorry that these schools have been given up, as advanced schools are certainly 
much needed in the different vicinities, and it will be difficult, if not impossible, to 
rephice tUem. 

There are three Grammar Schools in the district, one at Sussex, one at Gagetown, 
and one at Sheffield, bat they have only been in my charge for the last term and hare 
not been visited yet. 

The supply of apparatus is hardly as good throughout the district, on an average, as 
last year ; very little new has been added and, of couise, what in in use ia deteriorating 
&om wear and tear. Many blackboard surfaces, especially, need renovating, particularly 
those that are on plaster. 

The evil of irregular attendance stUI continues and, no doubt, avIU continue, to some 
extent as long as schools are taught. It seems as if it were even greater this year thtui 
ever, but this may be only in appearance, for since the terms have been changed winter 
and summer pupils register in both terms while many only attend in one. This makes 
the percentage of attendance on the enrolment appear less than it used to be, but, as 
stated before, it may be only in appearance. However, the evil of irregular attendance 
still continues preventing efficient work in the schools.

Sir, — The past year having been my first lis an Inspector, I cannot compare the 
educational progress of my district during that time with that of other years but 'will 
content myself by repotting its present condition. 

Having been favored with excellent health and fine weather for the most part, I 
have been enabled to eompass the whole of my territory requiring visitation, each term. 

Though a stranger to nearly every district in Charlotte and St. Juhn Counties at 
the time of my appointment, I have invariably been received with kindness and 
courtesy. While the trustees do not always take that degree of interest in school 
matters which is desirable, they in the greater number of cases listened attentively to 
any recommendations I have had occasion to make and cheerfully complied with them. 
There were a very few Boania of Trastees whom I regret to report did not heed the 
recommendations which I made. I forwarded a list of these to you in my last monthly ' 
xeport with a recommendation that the drafts for their county fund should not be sent 
tiem until the improvements had been made.

BCBOOL BnUHSfiS, ETC. — CHARLOTTE COUNTV. 
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This county is fairly well t>i|uipped as f&r oa school buildiags are concerned, 
espeaally the western jiarishes, where the sdmii-able exatople of St. Stephen has been 
followeil. In the eastern paiishee much remains to be done in this respect, 
bfi hoped that St. George will soon set the example by erecting a commodious house,! 
which is so much needed there. This village is the most desirable location for h Superiol 
School in the eastern section of the county, but under the existing conditions I f 
compelled to recommend that the grant be given Le Tete, where very good schooL 
accommodations have been provided. 

New school-houses have been erected during the year at Roix, St. Patiick sodl 
Trout Brook, Pennfield, New houses are very much needed at Back Bay, St. George 
and Anderson, St. James. I have hope that during the next year this great want will' 
be atipplied in both districts. A considerable amount of repairing baa been done ttf 
several school-houses, among which may be mentioned Le Tete, Whittier's Ridge, Upper 
Bayside, Lawrence Station and MaySeld. I cannot pass over without mention tbef 
excellent buildings and appointments of Oak Bay and Moore's Mills. Not only are the* 
houses in these districts supplied with everything requisite inside, but great attention 
has been given outside to fencing and ornamention of grounds. Nowhere in Charlott 
County have the people availed themselves of the advantages afforded by the ] 
School System to a greater extent than on the Islands. The school buildings and theJ 
appointments are excellent. Many of their schools are graded, and no pains are spare 
to secure the best teaching talent and render the schools geneiully efficient. I am gl&i 
to be able to report that Deep Cove I>i8trict, Grand Manan, has been organized an( ^^ 
wDl soon have a"Bcb6ol in operation. The greater number of districts in tliia cotin^ 
are supplied with good out-buildings, though in some very little cai-e is taken to kee^ 
them in order, and a few districts, T regret to report, are yet unprovided with any &t 
all. I may say in regard to the latter, that I generally find the trustees willing to do- 
all they can to provide these accommodations, and I hope soon to be able to reporfci 
every district supplied. 

SCHOOL Ilfll.DENUS, ETC. — ST. JOHN COUNTY. 

With the exceptions of the scliools in the immediate vicinity of the cities of St. 
John end Portland, I may say that the school buildings in this county are very poor» 
Much, however, has been done iji this way during the year, and I belie 
will be done during the next year, to remedy this state of affairs. New buildings have 
been put up at Chance Harbor, Gardiner's Creek, Coldbrook, and Willow Grove, and 
new houses are being erected at Golden Grove and Dipper Hjirbor. They will soon bi 
ready for occupation. I hope in my next report to be able to say that something hai 
been done in tins way at Himford Brook, Fairfield, Bayne's Comer, Spruce Lake, Red 
Head, Garnet and Prince of Wales. Some of these districts have already madtt 
arrangements to build. Repairs have been put upon the school-houses at Musqui 
Silver Falls, Sutton and Bayne's Comer, At the beginning of the year fully one-ht 
of tlie school distiicts in this county were totally unprovided witli outhouses, and o! 
those districts provided with them many were unfit for use. Some of tliese diatriot* 
have had them erected during the year, but much remains to bo done. In the e 
of school apparatvE, there was, and still is, a great deficiency, but many improvementil 
Jia vo been made too in this respect, thougli I am Boity to Ea-y a. ^ew ci!,\,Y\.iA.'i \va.iro not

heeded my recotujuendatioas at all. Vorj littl<3 atteotiou has been ^vtu in this coonty 
to the improvement of school premises. The houses at Milford, Green Head and Siu-.d 

Point, Carleton, are unaurpasaed for comfoi-t and oonvenience. 

PITY OF ST. JOHK. 

Very little need be said concerning the schools in tliia city. The teachers then' 
are all laboring earnestly, and, with few exueptions, saccessfully, in the discharge of 
their duties. The sehool bitildinga, with a iiiinor exception or two, are admirably 
appointed for comfort and convenience, but I cannot sny the same regarding the pre- 
mises of all of them. In the case of some of them there are scarcely any but the street, 
while of others they arc much too cramped. The Centennial building is a notable 
exception to this. Nearly two-thirds of an acre of ground ia attached to this building, 
and that portion of it in the front has been tastefully laid off in llower-beds and 
^rass-plota. At this stage it would be iiiiposiublo to provide each school building in St. 
John with a ptaygi-ouud, but the necessity lor a public one, for boys especially, is le- 
comiag more and more apparent. The trustees have during the year pui'chaaed iho 
church adjoining the Yictaiia School and hiwe converted it into Primary Departmenu 
for girls, which was much needed and for which it ia well adapteil. The Gi&ramar 
School (boys) has been newly seated with very comfortable desks, which seem to lie 
duly appreciated by the boys. A few changes have taken place on the staJTof teachers 
employed during the year, among which may be mentioned the retirement of Miss S. 
E, Whipple, of the Albert building, Carleton. She has been a faithful worker for muuy 
yeara, and her services are duly appreciated by the St. John School Boaixl. 

CITY OP PORTLAND. 

The teachei-s in Portland are doing excellent work but in the matter of school 
buildings this city is at a disadvantage compared with St, John. During the yeni', 
towever, much rejiniring has benn done, especially to the Madras building, but much 
remains to be done. Portland greatly needs one or two new school buildings. As in Bt_ 
John several of the houses are unprovided with sutfioient school grounds. The trustees 
have adopted the four hour attendance plan for the primary grades (I and II) which 
cannot fail, I think to prove satisfnctory, especially as some of these schools were ovc'r- 
«i'owded. Very few changes have taken phice on the teacliing stafi' during the year- 
Miss McCormack retired after a long period of service and was succeeded by Miss 
Barlow who in turn was succeeded by Miss Morrell, 

COOBHE OF INSTRUCTIOS. 

A great deal of misaj^'prehension is evinced by some teachers with respect to th« 
prescribed course of instruction. They seem to have the impression that since the 
ranking system has been done away with, that they are no longer required to caiTy tlie 
course out in its entirety, and take up only such portions of it as expediency or eonveni, 
enco prompts. Some Boards of Trustees display a dispositioii to interfere with the 
teacher in carrying out the course fully, evidently with the idea that they are empowered 
to block out a course to suit themselves. Reading, writing and arithmetic are genenilly 
well taught, though in the coimtry districts, the pupils are too often in advance of their 
grade in reading. In some schools the spelling of the pupils is not up to the standuid. 
This is largely owing to dictation exercises not receiving sufficient attention, Gi'animar 
and geography are generally intelligently dealt with. Canadian history does not in 



«very case receive tliat attention wliich its importance demands. Industrial i: 
receives a fair ftouount of attention. 

Minerals, Plant and Animal Life are the nuhjects which are neglected more till 
any others. The teaching of the^e sutijects xhould present no diiEcultiea and c 
very little time. The prescribed reading booka are admirably adapted for giving thi 
class of instruction even if it is only taken i)]i in connection therewith. Borne objec 
that this part of the course of instruction is not practical, Surely it is important tl 
pupils should know the cliiof minerals of the province, their locality and m 
is equally so that they should have some knowledge of the various domestic and y 
animals of tlieir own and other countries with their structural peculiarities. 
they not also know something of the value and uses of the different kinds o 
produced in. their own and other countries in these days when forestry is becoming 21 
an important subject t How many pupils in onr public schools can name and diatinj 
our different woods I Very few, I venture to soy, unless they have received sp« 
instruction on the subject. 

More attention should be given to review, particularly in the graded schools. 
teachers too often content themselves with taking up tliat ^lortion of the subjects pe< 
to their own grade without taking the trouble to review the work of the previous o 

The grading as a general rule i^ carefully attended to. In the city of St. John, t 
pressure of nunibera from the lower grades causes pupils frequently to be advanced i 
higher ones without having made the required grading marks. The evil effects of t 
jire apparent, and I believe are fully realized by the city superintendent. I hope tbi 
measures will soon be taken to remedy this defect. 

Very successful and profitable county institutes were held by the teachers of £ 
John and Charlotte Counties during the year. The former was held in St. John a 
the latter in St. Andrews. As the sessions of both institutes were held on the si 
days, I regret that I was not able to bo present at St. Andrews, 

The schools of St, Stephen and Milltown which were included in my Ii 
in July, having been visited during the first term by Inspector Oakes, it has not I 
necessary for me to visit them as yet. 

I cannot conclude this report without expressing my obligation to you, air, for y 
kindly advice and assistance at all times, and to Inspector Oakes for much valuabl 
information concerning Charlotte County.

" Sir,— I have the honor to submit the following report for the year just closed : — 
A review of the year's work though not as satisfactory in certain particulars as one 
cotilii desire, is not without many encouraging features. So far as I have been able to 
ascertain, a less proportion of the schools than usual have been closed, clue, no doubt, in 
part, to the ample supply of teachers. About twenty schools were closed during one 
term and only about five or six were closed during the entire year. There was in 
addition to the above a number of unorganized districts, also several districts whose 
school-houses had been burned, where schools were impossible. 

As was the case in 1885, I found, during August and September, a considerable 
namber of schools closed which were re-opened in October and November. 

During the year nero »ckool-lunieei were completed in the following distiicts, viz. :

B ' The first four will probably ^be occupied for the first time during this term. The 

r last three have contained flourishing schools since August 1st. The new school-house 
at Green Mountain, costing $1,200, is large well proportioned and neatly finished and 
furnished. The school ground at considerable cost was levelled and beautified and the 
Bchool was in charge of a well-paid teacher of ability. This illustrates what a country 
district with the moderate property valuation of 81,300 oan do when the people are 
inspired by proper motives. 

In Porter district No. 11, Parish of Woodstock, and Emia No. 13, Parish of 
Kingsclear, school-houses, begun some years ago, remain, for want of help, unfinished 
and unoccupied by the needy children o£ those districts. I hoiie the Board of Educa- 
tion may be pleased to assist those districts soon. North East Newburg, though 
iinancially weak, has borrowed money to complete its school-house and is anxiously 
hoping for a grant. 

In addition to the expenditures for new school-houses there has been the usual 
intlfty for repairs, new desks and seats, maps and other necessary appliances. Many 
idiabictB, however, delay, to the detriment of their schools, providing what the inspector

The school-houses of Acton No. 1, Central Hai-\-ey No. 4, and Tweedsldo No. i 
all in the parish of Manners^Sultoii, were condeeined, during the year, as unfit for uas 
At the last annual school meetiiig proTisioa was made in all these dbtricts for ne 
Rchool-housea during this yt-nr. 

It is probnhle that a new Bchoolhouse will also be built in South Becaguimic, u 
diia new district will need assistance. 

Centreville has ulso voted to replace its old school- building by a new one of ti 
departments. These improvements of the past year and these plans and purposes fl 
Che future on the part of so many districts indicate an awakened interest i 
and a detonuiuation that their children shall shave, to the fullest e:tteat possible, id 
advantages offered by our school system. 

I referred, in my last I'eport, to an interest awakened in the improvement of Bt 
premises by the planting of shade and ornamental trees, and reported sevei-al d 
especially St, Stephen, where Arbor Daya were celebrated during 1885. That ii 
I am pleased to state, has gi-owu during 1886, and many teachers and schools last q 
became, for the first time, enthusiastic in their efforts to improve the appearance u 
comfort of their school premises. Several school grounds were ploughed, levdle 
harrowed and sown with gra-ss seed, others were fenced, others were cleared of B 
and 1,600 trees, principally i-ock maple and elm, were set out on ii different ache 
grounds, chiefly in Carleton County and Western York. St. Stephen, Monctd 
Bichibucto, and other distant places, also engaged in successful tree planting. I ti 
this movement will be encouraged by the Board of Education, in appointing a scho 
Arbor Day to be observed nest May throughout the province. 

During the year two school districts, viz., Sob. 9 and 14, Brighton, were unit 
and one of the school-houses has been moved to the centre and repaired. This forme 
existed as one district, but was some years ago divided, only to become dissatisfied « 
two weak sections and two poor schools. Districts Nos. 5 and 13, on opposite stdoi 
the Becaguimic, and supporting at intervals two weak schools, would also profit by 
union and by a school established at the bridge connecting the two districts. It ia i 
better to have a school large enough to ensure emulation, and continuously u 
under a teacher of ability, than to have two wc«,k schools operated only about tl 
thirds of the time at neady double the cost, and under inferior teachers, < 
two or three remote families have to go two miles or raore to school. 

Superior Schools have been in operation in Moncton and St. Stephen ; at Han 
Station, Forest City, Eol River, MarysvDle, Nashwaaksis and Keswick Ridge, in.Yt 
County; also at Hartland, Florence vi lie, Jacksonville, Centreville and Lakevillei 
Carleton County. The Superior Schools at Eel River and Lakeville terminated Js 
30th. I have not yet visited those at Marys\"ille and Nashwaaksis. The others w 
In successful operation, and, with the exception of the Hartland school, (hey all x 
in charge of their last year's teachers. These schools afford excellent opportunities 
preparation to those looking toward the Normal School.

^ilass as compared with the first Standard, 

4tli. The enrolment in every town except Moncton was considerably smaller thaa 
it was in 18S5, due no doubt to the enrolment extending over only six months a& com- ■ 
jiared with an eight mouths' term in the preeeding year.

It will be obserTed that there has been an increase of two departments, Frederis 
ton, Moncton ami Woodstock each added one, Milltown retained its number, while St 
Stephen closed ft department by distributing its pupils among the other schools. 

Fi'edericton and 6t. Stephen still lead in the proportion of high-class tflachere, and 
I may add, this lead corresiwnda witli the salaries they pay as compared with the sti- 
pends in the other towns. The schools of Frederictou, taken as a whole, are 
'Organized, well governed and well taught and the teachers are actuated by an excellent 

At Moncton there was an evident improvement in several departments and all ths 
teachers seemed ambitious to excel. There was also a more general desire to co-operata 
as a staff in perfecting the organization and methods of teaching and discipline. 

At the close of the examijiation I had the pleasure of meeting all the teachers at 
the town and discussing with them several matters i>ertaining to the schools. Such 
grading, uniformity of discipline and management, teachers' meetings, needed applianc 
readjustment of desks, etc., etc. The interest shown by the teachers in these mattei 
and the friendly disposition manifested promised well for the Moncton schools und< 
the able principalahip of Mr. Wibur. 

I also had a conference with the leading members of the Town Board and tl 
Secretary, Mr. Knight, urging theni to lift the High School at once above the 8 
standard and to uphold and assist the principal in a better system of grading. 

The Woodstock schools are in certain particulars improving, especially in t 
matter of grading. The Advanced Department, under Mr. Kerr, is, however, i 
burdeued with three grades ; but it is probable that this defect will not long contini 
The teachers are energetic and faithful in the discharge of their duties. The I 
Stephen and Milltown schools were being maintained in their usual efficiency. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

The following tabular statement from statistics taken in April and June last, ii 
serve to show the grade and amount of instruction being communicated in tbeae 
•Grammar Schools. We have in these Grammar Schools as follows : — 
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We thus see that 8t. John and Fredericton enrolled 349 with naught below Stand- 
Wd vm ; 349 above Standard VIII ; Standard IX, 164 ; Standard X, 109 ; Standard 
Si, 75. Remaining twelve Grammar Schools enrolled 465, with 338 below Standard 
Tin ; 1 27 above Standard VIII ; Standai-d IX, 89 ; Standard X, 38 ; Standard XI, ] . 
It thus appears that the 12 town and village Otammar Schools have an average of 
i qnite 12 high-grade pupils each, while the two city Grammar Schools have an 
ttverage of 1 75 high-grade pupils each, and an average of 35 to each of their 10 teachers. 
The internal work of the schools throughout m^ Inspectorate has been, in the 
natisfsctory. Many teachers pursue their calling with a tact and devotion 
f of all praise. There will always be found some schools deficient, and this is to 
W expected ; but, my aim has been to encourage all while giving hints and suggestions 
o some. In arithmetic, geography and writing results have been the most satisfactory. 
' find British history generally imperfectly understood, due, in most cases, to the 
inability or neglect of the teacher to explain and amplify what is only outlined in the 
test book. 

The Teachers' Institute at Woodstock was well attended and unusually interesting 
Isd profitable. Dr, Hall, of the Nova Scotia Normal School, was in attendance, ajid 
i valuable service.* 
In closing this report, I am reminded that during the year two of our most sue- 
Bessfal teachers severed their connection with the fraternity, to enter upon missionary 
bI>or in Africa. I refer to Miss Louise Hartley and Mrs. A, B, Boyer, formerly Miss 
a of the Model SchooL These ladies will be long held in grateful remembrance by 
■hose whom they have taught as also by their fellow teachers. 

Another loss to the profession was sustained in the sad and somewhat sudden 
ieftth of the late James G. McCurdy of Moncton. Mr. McCurdy's long service in that 
iown, his success in teaching and in moulding the character of those committed to him, 
kis singular purity of life and his uniform urbanity ever gave him a high place in the 
kffection of his pupils and the general esteem of the community.

The Board of School Trustees of the City of Fi-edericton, respectfully suhuiit here. 
rith their Jifteenth annual report, upon the schools under their control. 

We are gratified to report that the work of the year just closed haa been of an 
mcouraging aud satisfactory character. Unlike the pi-evious year, there was an absence 
if sickness umong the pupils to any serious extent, but this fact did uot overcome the 
irregiilaiity of attendance so painfully manifest in a few departments. From our obeer- 
ktiou, autt from the experience of the teachers we iiatui'ally conclude that the work of 
the class-room would be much more congenial and the progress of the pupils ten-fold 
xaore satisfactory, were some ifgulation approaching compulsory attendance adopted. 

Since the occupation of the new and commodious biiilding on Charlotte street in 
1885 we have had at our disposal ample accommodation for all the children residing in 
-that section of the city, and they are provided with well ventilated and well furnished 
■class-rooms. Such is not, however, the condition of all our buildings. The sanitary 

ngements of our largest building, the York street school, are far from what we could 
■wish, nud its imperfect ventilation haa frequently engaged tiie serious consideration of 
the Board. The expense connected with the erection of a new building two years ago, 
lias caused us to weigh well our financial position, but the responsibility placed upon 

ir the care of the health of more than three hundred children in that building will 
not warrant much longer delay in improving the accommodation at pi-esent existing. 
'n more than one occasion the Inspector felt it to be his duty to refer to tliis matter. 
1 his last report, he says :^ 

" The ventilation, or i-ather lack of ventilation, of tlie Yorit street building is still 
very serious defect, endangering the health both of the teachcra and pupils. The 
-same remarks concerning the need of attention to this matter, made in my last year's 
report, ai-e applicable now. Could your Board see their way toward the erection of » 
new building to replace this one, it would be well to take early steps toward such an 
end." 
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Satiafactory work is lieing done in the Collegiate and High School where 145 pupil^^jf 
&re enroUed. As you. are aware the subjects taught in this school are embraced ii::xr£ 
standards IX, X, XI and XII. The permanent staff of teachera consists of Geo. B.^^^ 
Parkin, A. M., H. V. Bridges, A. M., and Miss L. J, Gregory, and F. B, Meaghec»:s^ 
A. M., assistant. In our last report wo referred to the ap|)ointnient of Mr. E, M, P ' ■j S. 
Fenety, A. B., as assistant teacher. This estimable young gentleman, who gave 
mise of doing eMcient work, had only fairly commenced the duties of the present 
when he was laid aside by illness, and in a few short days he succumbed to the disesa— 
The work begun by him was ably earned forward by Mr. B. C, Foster, A. B., to tl^ - ia 
close of the winter tenn. In August last Mr. F. B, Meagher, A. M., was appoinl 
assistant teacher and has since been rendering effective aid to the staff. The tendi 
years of many of the pupils in this school has prompted the ercaminer to suggei 
rigid adherence to the requirements of applicanU for promotion in future, 
report the Inspector remarks : 

" This important school is doing excellent work in all its departments, M 

Parkin imparting the superior classical instruction for which he is distinguished ; Mi_ - 
Gregory being equally proficient in her department. But while such good instructic^; 
ia being given in the Collegiate School, it is very evident that many have entered it inatM— 
quately prepared, especially in mathematics. This results chiefly, no doubt, from a t-^c; 
rapid grading in the lower departments. * * * The parent is often too anxious £"■« 
the promotion of Lis children in grade, regardless of their present attainments or tTJt 
future consequences, and the grading examiner is, doubtless, at times under a 
from this source. It would seem desii-ahle that the examiner exercise special care 
promotion to standards 11 and III, also to standards VII and VIII, in which the pu 
ia introduced to the abstract subjects of Algebra and Geometery, I may state that:^ 
have conversed with the grading examiner on this matter and believe our \-iews agr^n<v, 
and if, in the future, he should stand to the conditions of promotion a little 
firmly, your Board would, no doubt, eustain him in such a course," i 

Mr, Geo. A. Inch continues to discharge the duties of Principal of York 
school, and the work of the varioua departments under his supervision is being sa 
factorily prosecuted. The teaching staiJ'here has been subjected to considerable 
during the year, and much as we deplore a break in the conduct of any of the del 
ments, such changes are unavoidable. After a number of years of close application 
her work Miss Louise Pickard, in June last, was granted leave of absence for 
and her department was placed in charge of Misa E. E. Boss, of- Wiseley Sohi 
Owing to the small number of pupils in attendance at the latter school, it was al< 
The children living in that vicinity are consequently obliged to travel to the schooK^ 
Morrison's Mill. At the beginning of the summer term, Miss Porter, of the tl 
department, was transferred to Charlotte sti-eet school, and Miss Alice Yaodino 
transferred from Mori-ison's Mill school to this department. The other teachers* 
York street school are Misses Alice K. Meagher, Ella S. Thorne, and Janie Har-^i^J' 
and all are well maintaining their previous record as energetic and efficient teachers- 

In all the departments of the Model School the usual good work is being accscm- 
plished while the discipline, apparently natural, is very noticeable. The resignation of 
Misa Clara I. Shea, who has gone to India as a missionary, was much regretted, tut 
ier place is ably and efficiently filled by M.iBS P, \. Ikiaa, 'K^m ^aa transferred front 
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Ifa&rlotte street ScbooL The other members of the staff are the same as lost year, viz. : 
tr. J. F. Rogers, head master. Miss Haney and Miss H. J. MacLeod. 

The Beveral departments in Regent street School continue in a satisfactory condi- 
The teaching staff is the same as last year, viz.: Mr. J. Meagher, priucipal. Miss 
EcKensa, Miss Bonrgeob and Miss DuUy. Some i-e-adjuslment was made in the 
rimary classes at the begimung of the summer t«rm, from which doubtless better work 
rill result with less strain upon the teachers. ■ 

I also ri'jiort excellent pi-ogress in the various departments in Charlotte 
(reet School. The superior accommodation afforded In this new building is alike most 
iueficial to tcacliers and scholars. Miss McAdam, who was relieved from duty last 
inter on account of ill-health, j'esumed her work in April, and has since been doing 
]ood service. Owing to the transfer of Miss Ross to the Mmlel School, her department 
B being carried along with very gratifying success by Misa Porter, who was transferred 
I York street School. The other members of the staff are tite same as last year^ 
Ktr. H. B, Kilbum, principal, and Miss A. T. Moore. The pupils of this school are 
wt only favored with good teachers, but with convenient and commodious class-rooms 
md closk-roonis. 

In referring to this school the Inspector says :— 

"The trustees and the city are to be congratulated upon tlie completion of the 
Charlotte street school building, so well located on such spacious grounds, so well 
i>Ianiied and finished and furnished. The teacliers and [lupils of this building wilti 
loubtless, be able to do more and better work than was possible under the former con- 
litdons, and do it with greater comfort and less strain of physical powers. The planting 
of trees upon this school ground cannot fail to lie a great source of beauty and pleasure 
n future years." 

During thg past year the Brunswick street school was again subjected to several 
[iiftngea in management. At the close of the winter tenn Misa I^wlor resigned her 
jBSition as teacher, and was 8ucceede<l by Miss McGin, who, through failing health, 
yna unable to disdiarge her duties more than one week at the beginning of the summer 
teem. After a fow days' delay Miss Collins was appointed her successor, and with 
Duch devotion discharged her duties until the close of the term, when she resigned. 
Beginning with the present year Miss E. G. McLaughlin assumed charge of this inter- 
esting primary department. 

At the beginning of the summer term Miss Vandine, teacher of Morrison's Mill 
school, was transferred to the third department) York street school, and Miss Lottie E, 
-Cliff was appointed in charge of the school thus rendered vacant. 

As previously stated the Wiaeley School is closed for the present. The school at 
Doat Settlement is still in charge of Miss Alice G. Duffy, and although the number in 
-attendance is small, satisfactory work is being done. 

ccllent general report of tbe examiner upon the condition of our

Though necessarily limito 
range to the manual exercifies of the various departmental, the showing was very cr 
able, and, as I happen to know from seeing it in its place in the provincial eduoati 
exhibit at South Kensington, it elicited very favorable comment from those qnal 
to judge of its merits. 

" The High School has been largely attended during the year not only by 
pupils who come up regularly from the Advanced Departments of the city schools. 
similai' schools in its vicinity, but by a considerable number from various jHirts of 
Province. As at present organized, it is in a good position to maintain its place at 
head of the city schools, and aa a feeder to the University. The lamented deati 
E. M, S. Fenety, whose appointment was noticed in my last report, caused a v 
which was temi^orarily filled by the appointment of B. 0. Foster, A. B. 

" The York street school has done excellent work under somewhat unfavoit 
conditions ; the Model School, tlie Charlotte street, Begent street, and Brunswick str 
schools, have fully maintained the high standard of efficiency which I bad the pleui 
to report last year, and the schools in the outlying districts have been well condtu^ 

■' The progress of the schools during the year was steady rather than oatenta^ 
The staff of teachers is thoroughly acquainted with their duties, and deservedly t 
the confidence of the Board and of the community. The respect in which they anil 
by Itoth greatly enhances their influence for good. 

" Public interest in the work of the schools continues to he manifested hy li 
attendances at the public examinations, and while no very striking feature ( 
pomted out in the year's progress, there remains much ground for satisfaction in 
fact that so important a work as the education of the children of the city has been cm 
on so well and so harmoniously. This fact is the best evidence of real prc^^ress, a 
trust that the same unity of purpose and harmony of feeling and action will long 
tinue to characterize the mutual relations of the School Board, the teachers, i 
community generally." 

During the year we caused general repairs to be made upon the buildii 
grounds under our supervision, but no very extended work was undertaken, J 
tional apparatus and furniture, on a limited scale, has been placed in aomel 
departments.

Tothe Chief SuperinteJulent of Educitlion :— 

Sir, — The Board of ScLooI Trustees of the City of Portland, herewith respectfully ' 
Hubmit their annual report of the Bchools under their supervision, for the school year 
ending DocemW 31st, 1886. 

On the 31st December, 1885, the tei'm of office of Edwin Fisher, Esq., having 
expii'ed, ha was re-appoiuted Chairman of this Board. 

During the past year there were several changes on the staff of teachers. 

On February 5th, J. A. Mclntyve was compelletl, on account of ilbieaa, to resign 
the principuUhip of the Feel street schools,- and G. R. Devitt was removed from the 
IMilledgeville school to lill this vacancy. Miss A. J; I^aakey resigned the second positioa 
in the Peel street school October Ist, and was succeeded by Miss A. E. Livingstone, who 
■was removed from the third department of the Madras School. 

Miss Agnes McCormiok resigned as thii'd teacher m the Bently building on Isl. 
July and Miss L. L. Barlow was removed from the Sandy Point school to this place. 

Miss E. M. Aitkin was appointed to succeed Miss Livingstone in the Madras school. 

Miss Joanna Carney resigned charge of the third department of the St. Peter's 
girls' school. On the let July Miss Ellen Lawlor, a former employee of this Botird 
-was appointed in her stead. 

Miss Annie Morrell was apjwiuted to the Sandy Point school to suooeed Miss 
Barlow at the commencement of the autumn term. 

On February 7th Mr. M. D, Brown succeeded Mr, 0. R. Devitt in tlie charge of 
the Millidgeville school, 

In August it was found necessary to open a new school in St. Peter's Hall for 
boys. Miss Maggie Delaney was placed in charge of this school. 

At the beginning of the autumn term the Board vacated the two school-rooms in 
the Marsh Bridge building and amalgamated these schools with those in the Winter 
street building. The two rooms in the upper flat of the latter building, which Lad been 
closed for some years, were consequently I'e-ojiened. There are, thus, ten schools in 
the Winter street building. 

Necessary repairs in the school-i'oom and premises wefe made under the direction 
«f Committees of the Board during the year. 

In the year just closed no epidemic has prevailed to any extent 

The schools, both in regard to increased regnlarity of attendance and proficiency of 
the pupils, are in an eminently aatisfactovy conditvon, as-jrffi. \jb mcxv. Ivqui the accom> 
ioff tabJea, Noa. 1 to 10, inclusive, and iW faWo-wV-a^ eilta^ft.'i \aSte\s 
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bat the pei'centtige of pupils passed waa also very much greater. The tables numbered 
7 and 8 will show yon the nnmber of pupils presented and passed in each grade for 
the year and will give a comparative statoment of the grading returas for the years 
1S84, 1885 and I8S6." 

" According to table No. 7 you are told that 172.5 pupils presented themselves for 
examination, and 1509 pupils of that number passed the required test, or 87,47 per 
cent, passed the examinations. This is indeed a most healtliy showing, being about t«n 
per cent, in advance of any pi-evioua year." 

" I am GatisHed that I can afiirm, witliout fear of successful contradiction, that in no 
system of schools in our Province, ai-e the pupils as thoroughly graded as in our dty 
schools." 

" In February, when Mr. Maclntyre severed his connection with the Peel street 
school, the Superior School was removed from that school to the department in Winter 
street under the chai'ge of Mr. J. W. Hickaon." 

"In January of I88G, our pupils were asked to prepare specimens of Manual 
Work, to be forwarded to the Indian and Colonial Exhibition, London, But a short 
time was iiUowed in which to prepare." 

" One thing can be said respecting our exhibit : It was the direct result of school 
instruction alone, and was entirely performed by the pupils themBelves." 

"You gentlemen, and our citizens generally, must have Iwen much gratified with 
the exhibit shown by oui- schools, unsurpassed by none and et|ualled by but few. if I 
you remember, the printing and print script exercises were particularly excellent." 

"Thei-e la one matter in which I have been working to bring about an impcon 
ment in our schools, and that is in the direction of lessening the number of grades 
each school." 

" Twenty of our schools are now teaching but one grade. I regret to say that theitfS 
are still four schools in which three grades are taught. The want of teaching power iq. 4 
these schools is something to be deplored, but which as yet we cannot control." 

" I believe that our schools will compare favorably with those in any portio 
the province. It is true that we do not attempt to make a great show, but believe in 
giving each child a thorough education as far aa we go." 

" As a body, our teachers are men and women who are loyal to theu- work, and 
imbued with a spii'it that is exercising an influence upon the youth of oar city, that 
will bear fruit in succeeding generations," 

" They are such a class of ladies and gentlemen as should be protected, encouraged 
and thus stimulated in their arduous work." 

Annexed hereto, please find tiibular statements, Nos. 1 to 10 inclusive, showing 
state of our schools, amounts received and amounts expended for the support t 
maintenance of the public schools under the control and management of thia Board.

To Uie Chief SupeHntendent of Education : — 

Sir, — The Board of School Trustees of the Town of Moncton herewith respectfully 
submit the annual report of the schools under their supervision for the year ending the 
31st day of December, 1886. 

During the past year some important changes have taken place in the p&i'sonnel of 
the Boai*d. Our much respected and esteemed chairmain Jas. McAllister, Esq., who 
had been an energetic member of the Board from its first organization, having resigned 
at the close of the last year, Mr. Wm. J. Robinson, Esq., was appointed by the 
Government' to fill his place, and John H. Marks, Esq., was appointed by the Town 
Coimcil to the position vacated by W. J. Robinson, Esq. Also, the term of office of 
li. M. Bourque, Esq., having expired on the 31st December, 1885, he was re-appointed 
bv the Town Council. 

The following changes have occurred in the staff" of teachers : Miss Susie M. Ford 
having resigned at the close of the summer term. Miss Emma Condon was engaged in 
her stead. Mr. Jesse Collicutt having also resigned. Miss Maud Allen was appointed 
to the school thus vacated. 

We have also the i)ainful duty to report the death of Mr. Jas. D. McCurdy, who 
for over thirty years had been a popular and efficient teacher in our town. He was, at 
the time of his death, in charge of one of the advanced departments of our graded 
schools, and was highly esteemed and respected by all who knew him. He died at 
Newcastle, N. B., of typhoid fever, in October last after a short illness. His depart- 
ment was temporarily filled by Mr. J. E. Pollard \nitil the close of the term. 

The school-room accommodation having been increased, the Board was enabled to 
carry out the recommendations of the Chief Superintendent and Inspector, in reference 
to grading, viz. : not to have more than two grades taught in each department. This 
arrangement was effectually accomplished and found to work in a more satisfactory 
manner than formerlv. 

The usual terminal examinations passed off" very creditably to all concerned showing 
a marked improvement in eveiy department. 

During the year the school buildings, v/here required, have been put in thorough 
repair, and repainted inside and outside, and every care taken to perfect the sanitary 
condition of the schools. 

A step was also taken in the right direction in order to beautify and improve the 
school grounds, an Arbor Day (the 24th of May) having been set apart for that purpose. 
The teachers and scholars all took a deep interest in this work, which resulted in the 

planting of some 200 trees in the Central school grounds. This custom ou^^ \si Vsssk

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encouraged and recommended by the Educational Department, and a day set apaxt for 
this especial purpose throughout the province. 

In reviewing generally the school work of the past year, the results have been 
most gratifying to the School Board. 

The schools have, providentially, been almost free from any sickness of a serioua- 
nature, and no unpleasantness has occurred requiring the intervention of the Board. 

The teachers have evinced their usual interest and efficiency in their duties, result- 
ing in marked progress in the different departments on the part of the pupils, and 
general harmony and good feeling has existed. 

Herewith annexed you will find statements Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5, inclusive, show- 
ing the state of the schools, and the financial report for the year ending the 31st 
December, 1886. 

In referring to the financial statement No. 6 a marked improvement in the result 
will be found over that of last year, showing as it does a balance on hand of $1,232. 84^

ended the 31st December, 1886. 

During the year a few changes have taken place in the staff of teachers. Miss L. 
A. Yeazey having resigned, her place was filled by Miss Dibblee and Mr. J. B. Young 
appointed to the school vacated by Miss Dibblee. 

Owing to the want of sufficient school accommodation one of the Primary Schools 
(Miss Lye's) was apportioned three grades, but, upon the recommendation of the Chief 
Superintendent, the schools have been so arranged that not more than two grades are 
now taught in each department. 

During the summer vacation one of our school buildings narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion, fire having been discovered in the cellar it was extinguished before doing any 
serious damage. 

Th^ Committees of the Board during the holidays visited the different school 
buildings and by their directions the rooms and premises were thoroughly cleaned, the 
oralis kalsomined and such repairs as they considered necessary were done. 

The High School was very largely attended during the year and the Board of 
Trustees found it necessary to engage an assistant in order to enable it to deal with the 
large number of pupils, Miss Annie Watson was appointed and the school is now giving 
^ood satisfaction.

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LANDS AND BUILDINQS. 

During tli<: yeav the tlelienture aocouiit was drawu ou to the extent of i 
91,600, for the pa^'iuent of bills incurred iii grading tlie grounds of tlie < 
School buihliug, and in making some necessary repairs to the Victori* and other & 
Ixiildiiigi;, as well as plitcing h new atntL-way to the 1)afieuiont of the Oeuteuni&l b 
so as to alibrd more ready access for the boys before the opening of the eciit 
during tho time allotted to recesses. The ontside woodwork of tlie Victoria i 
requii'es to be painted, but the committee thought it best to leave this work nn 
year. "WTien this is done, and tlie fence around the Centeuniui is erected, the b 
owned by the board will be in a satisfactory condition for some years to como. 

Dejiradattons upon the building on Sheffield street have continued from t 
time during the year, the latest outrage being the uni-oofing of the outliuilding i 
turning it upside down. I I'espeotfully repeat iny recommendation to abandon t 
building as soon as a commodious but inexpensive structure can be erected upon t 
owned by the board on the corner of St. James and Wentworth streets. The iioco 
dation for primary pupils in that part of the city ia altogether insullicieat, and a 
result crowds of children who ought to be in school are fonnd at all times playing abc 
the streets of that locality. A building of four departments would accommod&t* ti 
two schools now held in i-ented preniiHes, and leave i-ooni for over a hundred new p 
to be brought in.

ing, 7 rooms, exhibition hall, and basement with latrines ; in St. Philip's 
room ; Sheffield street Mission House, 1 room ; in Mason Hall, Carleton, 3 rooms b 
outbuildings and lot adjoining for play gixiund ; in St. Patrick's Hall, 5 rooms I 
outbuildings. 
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)om is also granted the board free of rent in the Protestant Orphan Asylum 
Building on Brittain Street, and also one in a government building on Partridge Island, 
during the pleasure of the Dominion Government. The latter is very unfit for school 
purposes, and J would again suggest the propriety of erecting a smalt building in its 
Btead, if the iRland school is to be permanently sustained. 

Most of the school-rooms are well fitted up with convenient desks and seats, bat 
khere are a few which need something better than the temporary arrangements which 
bftve been made for the accommodation of the children. This ia particularly the case 
in the Victoria annex, a room in Saint Joseph's school and the Sheffield street building. 
The blinds in the Victoria, Saint Malachi's, Leinster street, and Charlotte street 
Khools need to be renewed, after their nine year's service. 

New desks were provided for the main room of the boys' Orammar School, which 
iook well and are both comfortable and convenient. They are of a new pattern designed 
loA manufactured by Messrs. A. J. Lordly it Son. 

All the departments are well supplied with blackboard and other apparatus, many 
>f them with globes. Here and there a larger supply of modern maps would doubtless 
i beneficial, and in some cases those on hand need to be replaced by new ones. On 
le whole, however, care has been taken to supply whatever was found to ba absolutely 
eedful, and in these matters our schools will compare favorably with those of other 

TEACHEUB. 

The staff of teachers for the year included 15 males of Class I, and 7 of Class II, 
»tftl 22; 31 females of Class I, 30 of Class II, and 4 of Class III, total 65. Assist- 
ints — a temales of Class I, 1 of Class II, and 2 of Class III ; total 5. Reserve teachers 
lalled in to fill occasional gaps : 1 male of Class II, and 3 females of Class IT, total i. 

Of these 96 teachers, 1 2 left the service of the board dnrijig or at the close of the 
rear, viz,, Miss S. E. Whipple, Class 1, married ; Miss A. E., Green, Class I, married ; 
Miss B. E. Kean, Class II, married ; Miss I. L. Rutherford, Class I, married ; Miss M. 
E. Ring, Class III, married j Miss M. Anderson, Class I, illness; Miss M. Nealis 
(Sister M, Legnori), Class II, retired ; Miss M, J. Rodgers (Sister Benedict), Class HI, 
trouble with eyes ; Miss E. McLaughlin (Sister Redcmptor), Class II. Miss M, A. 
Collins (Sister Christina), Class II, and Miss A. McGiii (Sister Clementine), Class III, 

I removed, and Mr. A. McVey, Claas II, (temporarily employed), retired. Miss Whipple 
had been in the service of the board from the commencement of the present Common 
School System, and was only absent from her work one day during that period — ^the 
dny on which her fatlier was buried. Sistei-a Leguori and Benedict had also been in 
I CDatinuoua service since the spring of 1877, and Misa Green for a number of years 
tougbt the boys of the first and second gi'adea in the Charlotte Street School. It is a 
P'sit-sure as well as a duty to give public testimony to the faithful and excellent work 
J**~fcnned by these teachera in the interests of public education, and the beat wishes of 
'*'& Xoard and its officers, of their fellow- teachera, and of all who know of their devotion 
™ "tlae duties assigned them, will foUow them into their new spheres of life and labor. 

The working staff for the whole year consisted of 8i teachers in full charge of 
1^J»^i-tment8, and 6 as.sistants. 

The chai-acter and result of the teacher's work cannot be set forth by an array of 
■''Sttx'es, seeing that it includes many things which no ■'jtOTeii\. tetB.ii«aB>iua"Q. ^«^ ^a^i. 
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reach ; but, so fur as it goes, the examinatiooH which have been held indicate a, { 
itegree of success in the imiiartalion of knowleU^ upoa the subjects piescribed ij 
eoureeof inEtruction, »s will be seen fi-om the gmding returns liei-eaiter to be referred^ 

That the moral element in the ilevelopmeut of the pupils' power has not beeu i 
iag is apparent in the general good discipline maintained, the char.icter of the openj 
exercises in most of the schools, and in the nature of the public exhibitions which hav^ 
been given. 

SUPERVISION. 

"With the cxceptioa of a few days Ijefore the close of the lirst school temj, i 
after the opening of the second, 1 visited more or leas of tlie schools almost every d 
on which tbej were in session, and have kept myself thoi'onghly informed of the i 
thods employed and the progi'esa made in all departments of the service. Althou^b* 
the Bjatem of closely graded schools at present in vogue, and the custom of i 
teachers in one department for many yeara, whei* the same subjects and sections eCl 
subjects are taught over and over from year to year, have a natural tendency towaiiflT 
the pi-oduction of a tame and uninteresting routine, yet I am pleased to lie able to stgtt^ 
that most, if not all of the teachers, take pains to prepare their daily lessons before 
hand, and to introduce such variety into their modes of presenting the facts and piia^^ 
eiplea of the subjects taught that little room is found for fault-finding in this regiLrd. 
Whatever tendency in this dii-ei-tion exists would, I believe, be greatly lessened were 
the schools more frequently visited by the parents, guai-dians and friends of the child- 
ren, whose presence would stimulate the teachers to be always putting forth their best 
efforts, and encourage them and theii- pupils in the work of imparting and receiving 
iiistructlon. 

Fears have been, expressed that the piesent system is lacking in the power necss- 
sary to prepare the children for the practical affaii-s of life. Yet it is within the com- 
pass of my observation that failure in this connection cannot be charge<I npon the work 
performed in the schools of this city. Of course there are teachers who have special 
aptitudes in this direction, the results of whose efforts are more marked than those of 
others. But upon almost all the subjects taught the teachers generally indicate their 
appreciation of the necessity of giving a pi'actical turn to each prt^essive stage ot their 
daily work. The subjects, however, are so numerous, and the time aUotted to secure 
an acquaintanr.e with portions of the course embraced within a given standard, so briefr 
that few find opportunity for that constant and thorough review of tlie whole ground* 
traversed by the pupil in preceding standard, which is absolutely necessary to si 
the highest efficiency. When the course of instruction comes to be revised by t 
Board of Education — -and I trust that the day is not far distant when this desirabl 
work will be jterformed — it may be found possible to remove this difficulty by | 
I'e-allotment of time and subjects, so as to enable teachers to devote about seventy f 
cent of time to review and drill and thirty per cent, to advancement This -b 
secure the needed thoroughness all along the line and remove any cause 
tion which may now exist 

The work of supervision has extended beyond the lines of instruction given to 1 
pupils, and has embi-aced inquiry into the causes of complaint arising from the I 
character and actions of the pupils towards each other in the school, on the playgro 
and in the street, and planning appropnate adj\ialinen.te wad wrangementB by ^ 
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he largest aniount of Ereeilom from Uieir recurrfence rotiy be Beoiired. In only a few 
pf the cases of this characWr which have occurred during the past year have misatiBfac- 
loiy resulte been attained. 

Nor have the buildings, fittingH, furniture, apparatus and appliances been over- 
DOked, but, on the contrary, every working day of the whole year has had its share of 
mall repairs and replacements to be looked after and attended to in the several 
epartmenta referred to, consequent upon the wear and tear to which they are continu- 
Dy subjected hy the three or four thousand "activities" daily operating upon tlieni. 
ty constant watchfulness and a ready application of the old adage, anent — the " stitch 
a time," the general conilition of almost all kinds of school property may be said to be 
Batisfactory. 

ATTENDANCE. 

A comparison of the census returns of 1881 of the children between the ages of ■ 
ive and twenty years with the registered number of pupils in the public schools during 
he past year shows the following results : —

Four pupils were registered during the second tenn 20 years of age, and one pupil

The schoolable age of children in the City of St. John, as laid down in the Common 
cfaools Act, is from fivi' to twenty years of age. Practically, aa will be seen from the 
tove figui«s, it ia from six to fifteen years inclusive ; less than seven-tenths of one per 
ant. for the first term, and a little over seven-tenths of one per cent, for the second 
Bnn of all the registered pupils beLog under and over those limits. Half the decade 
B8 passed, and the number of resident children within the legal schoolable age has 
tottbtless considerably increased, yet the returns show that less than half the number 
iported in 1881 as residents, were in attendance at the public schools during either of 
be school teniis of 1886, into which the year was divided. Allowing the largest 

yet appears that many hundreds of children were not ])ermitted to receive the educn- 
mal advantages which arc so liberally provided. I have so frequently referred to this 
fortunate state of affairs in the community, that I need only state the facts as they 
»««nt themselves, to show the increasing necessity that the school authorities should 
iMvested with some power by which a better state of things can be reached. 
The standing o£ the pupils for the two school terms was aa'follows :— 
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The total niirater of pupils attending bcIiooI during the year, ati rei)ort«d in 
sworn retm-ns of the teachei-a, was 4,9:iS. The pei'iod for»which they belonged to the 
several departments was sufficient to make n gi'oss total of 746,121 days, if they had 
made a perfect attendance or 152 days for each pupil. The actual groaa attendance waa 
(Jiy,995J days, 126 days for each pupil, niakinj nearly 83 per cent, of the whole period 
for which the pupils severally belonged — a gain of i per cent, over the figures of last 
year. As the school year consists of 206 school days, each of 4,925 pupils enrolled, 
belonged for 73.74 per cent, of the full school year. This was a gain of G.74 per cent J 
ibr the period of belongiug upon that of last year, The jwrcentage of the school year.l 
for which the gross number of pnjrils attended was over 61. A gain of over f per cent. 1 
on that of last ye^r. 

The short«fting of the actual school year from 206 to 152 days— the (iverage time 
for which each pupil belongeil — arose (aj from the fact that many pupils did not enter 
the schools until a more or less advanced period in each of the terms ; (bj from the 
cutting short of the attendance of those who died, left the city, went to work, and 
completed the course of instruction, as well as those who were taken from school on 
account of prolonged illness, or other causes. When it is taken into account that all 
the schools are open for the entrance of nil pupils above the lirst standard at any period 
of a school term, and that so many leave school for the causes named in the midst of 
term work, the above showing may lie regai-ded as generally satisfactory. I have insti- 
tuted the most careful inquiiy into the causes referred to, and by the help of ths 
teachers am able to present them in the following table ; — 
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The facts brought to light in this table are suggestive in many ways, es])ecially in 
the testimony it affords of the sanitary condition of the school buildings as shown by 
the general good health of the pupils ; but the point I wish to make here is that 323 
jiupils wei'e taken out of the schools and kept at home by their parents or guardians. 
Of this aumber lie j-emoval oi 93 was due to prolonged illness, whilst 231 were removed 




jrUhont any assigned cauee. As, however, over 75 per cent, of these were r 
Hunng the Gecond term, us the jieriod of cold weather was approaching, it is probable 
lat the need of proper clothing in many cnaes, and a fear of exposing very young [ler- 
B to the inclement weather, combined with the inci-eased deinaud for ftssistance in 
the conduct of houie affairs during the winter wmsoii, were the chief cauaea of removal. 
If these conclusions are correct, it is clear that 863 pupils were absent from school on 
jiistififtlJo gi-ouiids for a. sufficient period to account for a large portion of the non- 
attejidance which goes to make up the diffci'ence in the actual school year of 206 days, 
and the belonging period of 152 days. , 

After making this allowance, however, tliore is a, difference between the gross days 
of belonging and those of attendance of 128,135^ days, equal to a loss of over 26 days 
for every one of the 4,925 pupils registered in all the schools. Of this large amount of 
lost lime 35 per cent, is credited to sickness, and 7 [ter cent, to "bad weather. For 55 
per cent, excuses were sent stating that absence was from sufficient causes other than 
ncknesa or bad weather, and for 3 ]>er cent, no excuse whatever was oftered. 

Although it would yet appear that thera is too much absence from school from 
causea wliich are too trifling to desej've the title of '-sufficient," tliei-e is much cause for 
congratnlation in the imjirovement to be noted in this year's returns over those of 
former years — the monthly average of lost time being 21 per cent, less for 1886 than 
for 1885. A corresponding improvement for 1887 would leave little to be desired in 
this very important matter. 

It is a further source of pleasui'e for me to be able to report an improvement in the 
pnnctuality of tlie inipils equal to that observable in their regularity o£ attendance. 
Here and there registers are to be found with numerous cross heads to the mark of 
•* pi'eseut," indicating that the evil of lui'diness is not yet entirely removed, but their 
I'apidly decreHsiug numbers show a general appreciation on the part of teachers, pupils 
and guardians of the advantages to be gained by the habit of punctuality. 

GRADING. 

'I'Jie annuiil giading examinations took place toward the end of the First Scliool 
Term, June 1H8C. It was conducted by the teachers on special question papers which 
I prepared for their use, covering all the salient features of the subjects embraced in 
the pi-esoiibed course of instruction, Values in parts of a hundred \yei*e placed upon 
correct answers to all tlie questions given, to facilitate the work of making up the re- 
turns. The results woi-e gathered and entered in grading sheets, all the pupils enrolled 
on the school registers being accounted for. The chamcter of the questions being taken 
into account I decided lo promote all jjupils who had made over 65 per cent, of marks 
upon Ihe papeiu submitted. Upon this basis the following numher of pupils wera 
advanced to the nest higher stondanl : —

The work of re-organization called for much time and attention, as the uneqa 
nambere advanced caused some departments to be very much overcrowded while othB 
were left without pupils. To overcome the difficulties which presented themselves 
found it necessary to transfer 460 other pupils from one department to another, ai 
thus give a fair average number — the capacity of the rooms being taken into acixiunt- 
to eaoh teacher. This was accomplished within a few days after re-o])ening the schoo 
for the Second Term in August. Subsequently, a number of pupils who fell but litt 
short of the requisite marks to secure advancement at the grading examination, we 
sent forward as they gave evidence of marked progress in their studies, 

FINANCIAL. 

The year opened with a balance in hand of $1,251,63 in favor of Capital Account 
■ and a deficit on Income Account of $3,365,62. The latter amount had been borrowi 
from the Capital Account and makes the true balance $4,675.25. Instead of beil^ 
able to refund this loan at once the first day of the new year saw the remain! 
balance taken to pay the interest which fell due on that day, and the Board w, 
pel'ed to enter into arrangements with the Bank of New Brunswick for such advances- 
as might be required from time to time until the amounts accruing from County Fundt'i 
and installments of assessments should come into the treasury. For these advances tl 
Board agi'oed to pay interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum. 

In making up the estimates careful consideration was given to every item, 
a view of reducing the amount of warrant to the lowest figure consistent with th< 
requirements of the service. A reduction from the figures of 18S5 was effected 
$810.68 upon the items of teacher's salaries, rent and insurance, ofQce and loan, but it 
was found to be necessary to add $25.32 to the amount needed for interest, $200 for 
water, fuel and light, and $1,078,77 for temporary repairs and apparatus. This wasan 
actual increase on the gross amount of $493.41, but it was hoped the receipts from 
County School Fund would make up the difference, and it was resolved to make the 
warrant $55,000 as in 1885. The estimated receipts and expenditures were placed at 
$63,000. The actual receipts amounted to $61,554.15. The expenditures including 
refund to Capital Account of the sum borrowed to make up the deficit of 18S5 amounl 
to $61,961.21 ; leaving a deficit of S407.06, which was again borrowed from Oa^l 
Account and numerous unpaid bills at the close of school year.

So it is evident that the first act of the Board for the new year is 
un to arrange for a loan to carry on the trust assigned thein. 
The limit to which the Board is empowei'ed to issue debentures for the purchase 
t tit echool lands, the erection and furnishing of buildings, and the permanent repair of 
b:«diool bmldings — $200,000— was reached in 1885, so that no new debentures were 
lasaoed last year, The balance of $4,617.25 in favor of capital account, on hand Jan. 
f lat, 1886, was i-educed by the expenditure of §2,038.84, for buildings, furniture and 
LzepaiiB to $2,588.41 on December 31st, 1886. 

The total indebtedness on ttua account is $200,000, which matures from time to time

The income account showed a deScit on January Ist, of $3,365.62. This amount

I ments for the current year came in. The receipts for this fund were, from city assess- 
Iments, $53,029,65; county school funds, $7,974.80; rents and interest, $566 50; 
J making a total of $61,554.15. The eicpenditures were refunded to capital account, 
■■43,365,62 ; teacher's salaries, $31,202.67 : interest on debentures and loans, $12,540.77 ; 
Ijents and insurance, $5,327,54; care of buildings, $2,713,01 ; fuel, water and light, 
[ 42,900.14 ; office, including secretary's salary, clerk hire, rent, hooks and stationery, 
Ijprinting school forms, and printing tlie annual report, $2,043,49 ; maintenance, indud- 



ing wear anil tear of fuiTiiture, temporary repairs to buildings, ^■orkman'a wages, and 
all incidental expenses, $1,87^.52 ; and books for indigent pupils, $13.25; making a 
total of $61,978.01. This shows a deficit of $407.06, which was again temporarily

$13,209.15, Of the sum in default previous to 1880 there is little pi-ospeot of obtain- 
ing more than a moiety, and of that in default since, a large percentage will probably 
be lost. The statement I have given of the monthly receipts and expenditures, show- i 
ing as it does that the scattered amounts received from assessments and county school | 
fund from the October paymeut of one year to that of the next, is barely sufficient to- 
meet the ordinary expenditure of the thi'ee first months of the year, domonsti-ates the 
urgency of the needs of the Imard, and the practical necessity of having a balance of at 
least $30,000 on band at the opening of each school year, or available as needed in ita 
early months. It is very clear that no reduction in the estimates can be looked for 
until Bome pmctical assurance is had that the amount called for will be collected and 
paid over ; whilst it further refutes tlie idea held by some that the amount called for by 
the boaitl is in escess of its current require nienta.

I Attomej-GeiieTal of New Bmaswick, who had promised whatever wd it was in the 
I power of the Government to render to bo wortliy aii undertaking. I expressed ray per- 
sonal interest in the matter and assured him that the Board of School Trustees ot St. 
■John would gladly asaiat the Board o£ Education by securing speciuiens of the manual 
I irork of the pupils and in providing photographs of the school buildings and pupils to 
I the extent of their abihty. 

Bhortly after the Chief Superintendent of Education sent out circulu'3 urging the 
utter upon the Board of Trustees, and the work of gathering up materials was at 
mce conimenced.

i open for exhibitioji in the brick building adjoining tlie Victoria School, on Duke 
■atnet, in this city, Friday being made a holiday in all schools whose t«achevs attended 
■Ute Exhibition. The morning and afternoon of Friday were given up to Teachers and 
|.8<jiool Officei'B esclusively. Pupils were admitted on Saturday morning, and the gen- 
-«ral public otL the evenings of both days, on the payment of a small fee. This display 
I -was a moat gratifying one to all who attended it, and did more than anything else 
uld, perha]M, to give the public an accurate idea of what is actually being done in the 
I [mblic schools of the land. Besides the manual work, which included print, script and 
T printing, writing, free-hand drawing, arithmetic, algebra, geometry, mapping, ilJustra- 

■ "tiona of mechanical science, physiological charts, architectural drawings, sewing and knit- 
t ting, etc., the ejihibit contained specimens of school furniture, blackboards, erasers, 
I minerals and woods of the province, weights and meaanres, solids, a full set of text- 
I books, and framed photographs of school buildings and pupils in school, the whole 
I forming a unique and attractive display. 

The whole eiliibit was afterwards packed in six large cases and forwarded to the 
ixhibitiou at London, where it drew tlie attention of many thousands of persons and 
I won from the highest educational authorities words of commendation, 

1 should add that every school in the City of St. John was represented, and that 
i many of tlic schools sent work from every pupil. I would suggest that on its return, 
i portion l>elonging to St. John, be permanently placed in one of the large school- 
B-bnildings, and kept as a souvenir of the first educational exhibit attempted by us.

In conformity with the requirements of the Act estalilishing the Univereity of 
rw Brunswick I have the hoDor to eubmit the following report for the year 1886 : — - 

At the close of the lost academic year a committee, appointed by the Senate, after 
delibei-ation, rfportetl in favor of the admission of women to the University ou 
e same terms as men. Arrangements have been made with tlie stewardess hy which 
iicB attending the lectiirett may have the use of a waiting-room proi>erly wanned and 
niished. One lady student has been in actual attendance siuce tlie beginning of the 
esent academic year, and what was formerly looked upon as a mdicat innovation is 
iw treated as a matter of course. 

Ten young ladies have matriculated during the jiast yea,ron^ood anawejing in all 
e Bubjects i-eqnived. 

The lengthening of the time of the undergraduate course by one year ■will not pre- 
ait students, who arc well pi-epared, from grading in thi'ee years. Tliey may enter 
once upoQ the second year by passing an examination called tlie Senior Matriculation 
Eamination. All the best colleges in the Dominion have a four years' course, and 
itlumt it the degrees of this University would suffer by comparison. 

The Faculty hai'e felt the necessity of making room for optional studies and a 
tnv extended lionor course. These could only be introduced by making the term of' 
fldy four years instead of threa 

For particiiUrs with regard to the course of study for undergraduates I beg to 
fer your Honor to the University Calendar which accompanies this report. There 
Ji been a gi-atifying increase in the number of matriculanta and students attending the 
■titution during the past year.

It is considered advisable, however, from sanitary reasons, to limit the 
number of pupils to what the house can fairly accommodate, each pupil being provided 
with a separate bed as far as the space at our disposal will allow. 
A WORD TO PAKEirra. 

Appended to this report will be found a balance sheet showing the receipts and 
school expenditure. It will be noticed from one item among the receipts that the total 
amount received from the parents of our pupils for the past year only amounted to $141, 
and while it is perhaps difficult for some to do more than clothe their children comfort- 
ably, it should bo remembered that if they were at home something more would have 
to be done. The institution not only provides instruction but board, lodging, washing, 
lesson books, stationery and incessant daily care in addition to the best medical attention. 

Thoughtful parents who value the training and advantages which the institution 
confers ujwn their loved little ones should cheerfully endeavour to auatain its operations 
as far as it lies in their power. 

INCREASED SUBSCBtPTlOKB. 

It is pleasant to report an increase in onr general subscription list ft-om $1050 in 
oiir last report to $1437.88. This is a step in the right direction and is exceedingly 
gratifying fi-om the fact that the unmanly attempts which were made by a worthless

No stronger or more convincing testimony need be adduced as to the eonfidenoe 
which the institution is held throughout these Provinces. Seven hundred copies of o« 
Jast Annual Roi>ort were sent through New Brunswiuk, Prince Edward Island, Maine, 
Montreal and Quehec, to test the injury which his venomous and shameless aBsertioi 
might have caused to our reputation. 

The answer is most complete. Instead of there being a falling off oil ouv subseri] 
tion list, as might have been the case, there has been a general inereaau in ths reoeip 
from Chsrlottetown, Montreal, Quebec, Bungor, Augusta, Waterville, Portland at 
other cities of Maine, and CumpbeUton and Dalhousie have sent in tlieir quota for t1 
first time this year. This fact is conclusive, and so far from the coniidence which hi 
hitherto been fel'^ in the work being impaired by the unpleasant ordeal through whic 
we have passed, our hands have been strengthened by the expression of sympathy ai 
good will which Itave greeted us on all sides ; and at no period of the institution's hi 
tory has it stood higher in the estimation of the public than it does at the present day; 

EDUCATIONAL. 

Our general plan of work has been similar to that of last year. We have endesf 
vored to lay a good ground-work in the use of language by getting our pupils to oorre< 
their own lessons, to ask questions of theii- teachers at full length and to prohibit signs a 
much as possible when carrying ou a conversation with each other, 

Moi-e interest has been taken in reading and we have been able to place a 
of useful illustrated books in their sitting-room with newspapers tor the advanced pupti 

All children need occupation and amusement eajiecially is this the case with tboi 
whose minds are to some extent dormant and require developing. 

Friends who have simple illustrated books suited to the capacity of rhe little c 
might help us considerably in this direction. 

IMPEOVEMENTS. 

We have secured the services of an industrious and reliable man to look after th 
■cattle and farm. Much of the work which previously fell to the boys has been under 
taken by him. 

l.HPRKSSIONS OF THE DEAF AND DUMB. 

Sometimes eironeons ideas prevail regarding the class for whom such institutioi 
:aB ours are provided. ^ 

The deaf are not, as reganla desii-es, passions, disposition, etc., ^■ery different froi 
those who can hear. Self-willed, uneducated deaf mutes often give way to fits 
[tassion but this usually proceeds from the Sack of education, which acts as a 
restraining influence upon those who are habitually addicted to these bursts of temp 

In cases, however, where a child has been petted tor years and given everythi 
Tie cried for by' his loving but too indulgent parents, it must be admitted that a lai 
amount of education will be required to eradicate that feeling of self which predomina^ 
■aX times and makes it^lf so painfully visible when thwarted. 

These unpleasant instances proceeding from the mistaken kindness of parents 
their children in infancy have caused many to look upon the deaf and dumb as 
of people who put no restraint upon themselves, are exceedingly violent, become mad 
times and saj the most insulting things at a moment's notice. This may be the reaa 
ly/ij' intelligent and othei-wisc kindly diapOBed peo^Ae a-^v^-^ Mn-^^itVtA. ■«\«t». wv**'^ 



if the deaf, which links tliern with "the dumb bnit«s," and per|ietuatea in the minds of

>»" creatui-eB who are more sinned against than sinning. In one of our cities not far 
a Frederic ton, you may hear the expression applied almost daily to a iim-son unfor- 
iftte in his birth, unfoi'tiinate in his education, and unfortunate in his choice of a 
dnesH, " there goes tlie dummy," 
It may be a thoughtless act and not meant unkindly, but the effect is not only to 
ji^tract from their own self resjiect and self reliance but to lower them in the eyes of 
ho would be willing otherwise to give them employment, 

B pleasant to observe on the other hand the vast indoence of education in re- 

laiming thousands fi-oui a life of degradation which ignorance entails, and enabling 

a to fill worthily honorable posiiions in tlib society of their fellow men. We have 

i mute clerks, (.-ngrarei-s, compositors, agents, artists, teachers, barristers, and even 

ftordained ministers of religion. In the rank and file ara nmnbered shoemakers, car^ien- 

rteni, printers, painters, saddlers, hatters, tailors, moulders, blacksmiths, bookbinders, 

icultural laborers, etc, A lower grade, perhajts, but earning an honest livelihood by 

|the sweat of their brow, and doing their duty nobly in that state of life to which they 

e been called. 

Ib it not then a fact that the deaf and dumb are not different beings from the rest 

I mankind. Their lack of healing undoubtedly cripples them, but they have an acute 

: sight and observation and are good physiognomists. Hence originated the 

e of .signs by the Abbe del Apee, now in almost tmiversal use to a gi-eater or 

B extent in alt centres of education for their benefit. 

TTpwarda of sixty institutions have been established on this continent alone, which 
mmodate about 8,000 children, and it is a noteworthy fact that 26,000 deaf mutes 
Bliave received instmction therein during the past seventy yeivra. 

While thousands of busy hands and busy minds are endeavoring to raise them in 

Ae social scale ridicule would fall harmless, were it remembered that their condition is 

tnything but a bed of roses when endowed with all that science and education can do 

Fand that neither the sign language, lip i-eading nor any other system can restore the 

Kblessed faculty of hearing aud place them on an e<jiia!ity with their fortunate brethren. 

COVERSUENT AID. 

In appealing for inei'eased aid from the Legislature ol' our Province I would call 
intion to the following facts regarding that class of humanity for whom we are 
tftboring and the institution which has been established for their benefit : — 

The Fredericton institution for the education of tlie deaf and dumb ia not a sani- 
a for the relief of deafness nor an asylum for the retreat ot aged and infirm deaf 
rates. Ita chai'acter is distinctively and enclusively educational and has been estab- 
shed to secure an education for those children whom deafness precludes from partici- 
^ting in the advantages of the ordinary schools which are so liberally provided for 
e training of hearing and speaking children throughout the length and breadth of our

means of instroction and may be discarded afterwards. The deaf, however, cling to it- 
long after their education is completed on account of its convenience, it l>eing the- 
medium by which thought can be moat readily interchanged. It ia invaluable aa a. 
Btimulaa of the dormant faculties, gives free and unlimited power in the cxpreasioii of* 
ideas and is such a ready means of conveying information, of joining in social inter- 
course and in the discussion of the burning questions of the hour, that as long as the- 
deaf exist, it will remain it substituta for vocal speech and a monument to ite inventor. 

While this is the case, however, we would deaire to keep abreast of the timeB. 
The deaf mute world has been escited during the past few years over the " Oral 
method of educating the deaf." It is not, as some suppose, " a new depoi'ture," but 
in fact the oldest of the two methods, being known as the German system. 

The advocates of this Bystem claim that it enables the deaf and dumb to use and 
understand Bi)eech, restores them to the society of their friends, improves their health. 
and enables them to participate in the religious instruction at public places of worship. 
If these claims could be fully substantiated, and all our deaf mutes taught to speak 
and understand the speech of others, the system would be hailed with joy and bo 
source of congratulation to every teacher throughout the land. 

The fttct is that while a few selected pupils would undoubtedly benefit by thi». 
method of teaching, and could be brought forward by its exponents as striking instances: 
of ita success, the great mass of the deaf and dumb would remain in far greater igaoi 
ance by its general adoption. 

By the medium of signs the minority who show any aptitude for it should hav 
the chance given them of acquiring speech. I would, therefore, ask for an increased 
grant, that the services ot an additional trained teacher may be secured to take charge 
of those pupils who may derive benefit from a course of articulation and lip reading. 

I would also respectfully remind the members of our Legislature of the need exist 
ing for the erection of a building more adapted to the purposes of oar institution than 
our present premises. The space at our diaposai will not admit of our taking in many 
pupils. It would also be most desirable to supplement the general educational work 
the institute by an industrial depai'tment, where technical instruction could be given 
in some trades, such as printing, carpentry or shoemaking. Even a limited acquaint-, 
anco with these iradea would make it very much easier for our pupils to secure employ- 
ment when they leave school. It is quite possible that a shoemaker's shop would also 
be self-supporting. 

The foundations of the old building remain intact, the location is unsurpassed, anA 
the expenditure of a few thousand dollaiB would provide a building which would m 
the requirements of the province for some yeara to come. Tlie adoption of this sug) 
tion could scarcely meet with opposition, and at the same time would confer a 
invaluable boon npon all our children of silence.

AMOUNT RECEIVED FOR SUPPORT. 

Five out of the sixteen New Brunswick pupils for 1886 paid an average of 819 for 
board and education, while the rest paid nothing at all. Including the grant of $500 
from the New Brunswick Government the whole amount received for the support of 
New Brunswick pupils in this institution during the year, was only $595, or an average 
of $37.18f per head, being barely one-fourth of their actual cost. For the same number 
of Nova Scotia pupils we received from this province the sum of $1,920, or at the rate 
of $1 20 for each, the amount provided by law for the education of our own deaf mutes. 
In my report to you last year I called attention to this unsatisftacory state of matters, 
pointing out the large indebtedness of New Brunswick to the Halifax Institution for 
arrears extending over many years, and I regret to say that no improvement has since 
taken place. 

INCOME AND EXPENDITURE. 

The income for the year 1886 from all sources was $9,801.13, and the expenditure 
,^$1 1,290.52, showing a balance to debit of nearly $1,500, a deficit solely due to extensive 
;alterations and additions to the premises during the year. Much of this expenditure 
might have been avoided, but for the presence of New Brunswick pupils in the institu- 
tion, and no deficiency would have occurred had New Brunswick been mindful of heir 
.obligations to an institution which has for thirty years endeavored to serve her deaf 
.mutes, and that too at no little pecuniary sacrifice.
